Did Crane's failure to vote create a dilemma for Ford?

Wllh U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 


IMith, absent, (lie House Ways and 
Means Commlttco passed by one vote a 
measure creating u dilemma (or Presi- 
dent Gerald M. Ford. 


The commlttco voted 15-to-H to com- 


bine Into one bill a 00-day delay In the 
President'* order for a tariff on Imported 
oil and a measure Increasing the celling 
on the national debt to $531 billion. 


While the commlttco met Friday, 


Crnno was on a tour of South Africa. Ho 


was appointed to the commlttco at the 
beginning of this Congressional Session. 


Ford has asked for the raise In tho na- 


tional-debt celling but may have to veto 
tho entire package to ovoid the delay in 
his Imposition of the $3-pcr-barrcl Import 
tariff on oil. 


SEPAHATION of the two measures 


would have allowed Ford to veto the de- 
lay In the oil tariff while approving the 
raise in tho national debt. 


Votes against combining the two mea- 


sures were cast by 12 Republicans and 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman Al 


Oilman of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-15 tie would 
have prevented combining tho two bills 
into one. 


Crane left for South Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackerman, 
a South African millionaire with Interests 
in citrus farming and tourism. 


Also on the tour arc Republican Con- 


gressmen Clnlr Burgerner, Bob Wilson 
and William Ketchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whltehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
in the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard in 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity in Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


In the Chicago Dally News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that Ull- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


had no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-ceiling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed linking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

Miller to renew annex 
fight for development

Miller Builders will renew efforts to 


get a 149-acro slto west of Buffalo Grove 
annexed to tho village for a housing de- 
velopment. 


Richard Wcxlcr, an attorney for the 


Skoklo company, said Wednesday ho will 
request a hearing In Lnko County Circuit 
Court on a petition dismissed two weeks 
ago that asked permission to annex a 
mile-long corridor to Buffalo Grove. 


Tho request was originally scheduled 


for a hearing earlier this month but was 
dropped when an attorney representing 
the firm did not show up. 


"Tho caso was dismissed without a 


hearing and we're entitled to have tho 
matter fully heard," he said. He hopes to 
get a hearing scheduled next week. 


UK SAID MILLEK had Intended repre- 


sentation In court but the attorney was 
lato in arriving and Larry Dunlap, a 
Long Grove village attorney, asked that 
the petition bo dropped. 


Long Grove has been trying to block 


tho development and has petitions of Its 
own before the court to annex two tracts 
of tho Popp family farm. The form prop- 
erty Is part of the strip through which 
Miller hopes to annex to Buffalo Grove. 


Tho corridor Is crucial to the Miller 


proposal because It Is needed to make 
tho site contiguous to tho Buffalo Grove 
village limits. Tho proposed Miller devel- 
opment is on a slto known as the Stlclow 
Property, between Old Hicks, Schaffor 
and Checker roads and tho Lake County- 
Cook County Line. 


One area Long Grovo Is seeking to an- 


nex Is southeast of Checker and Arling- 
ton Heights roads, just outside Buffalo 
Grove. Tho site Is about 40 acres. 


Tho other Is a nine-acre strip across 


tho proposed annexation corridor on tho 
Popp farm. Dunlap said a referendum 
among area property owners would bo 
necessary for annexation of that strip. 
Ho was' unable to estimate how many 
property owners would bo Involved but 
said tho number was minimal because 
It's not a heavily populated area.

The annexa- 
tion strip lies on the Popp family 
farm.

$24 million improvements 
sought for 8 high schools

A citizens' committee studying building 


needs In High School Dist. 214 agree! 
Wednesday night to recommend up to $24 
million in building additions and im- 
p r o v c m e n t s at the district's eight 
schools. 


Eyeing the end of the school year as a 


target date for a referendum to finance 
the project, committee members will 
present plans for the improvements to 
the board of education Feb. 10. They also 
will ask for professional help to prepare 
cost estimates for the project. 


Committee Chairman James Stoll said 


he expects the $24-mllllon figures to drop 
as some Items arc removed from the 
plan and specific cost figures arc obtain- 
ed. Stoll said cost estimates prepared by 
the committee were "probably high." 


The committee learned Wednesday 


that tho district could finance up to a $30- 
mllllon bond issue for the improvements 
without raising the district's tax rate of 
$2.45 per $100 assessed valuation. 


DUE TO A CHANGE In the state aid 


formula, tho district's tax rate will be 
decreasing gradually. 


Robert Weber, assistant superintendent 


for business services, told the committee 
the district could borrow up to $30 mil- 
lion and the tax rate would still go down, 
but at a slower rate. 


For example, if the maximum bond is- 


sue was approved, the district's tax rote 
would drop to $1.85 by 1981-82. It would 
be $1.41 that year if the bond issue was 
not approved. 


The committee will study other ways 


to finance part of the project, including 
selling the district's ninth school site 
which may not be needed.

$149 million 1975 corporate budget. 


Dunne predicted the county's corporate 


tax levy will remain at $19.55 per $10,000 
assessed valuation, a level set in 1972, if 
the board approves the budget. • 


County Board finance committee hear- 


ings will begin at 10 a.m. Friday 
and will continue with appearances by 
county officials Saturday and Sunday. A 
final public hearing will be Feb. 19. 


Suburban Republicans, who control six 


bourd scats, met after release of the 
budget to prepare proposed changes. 
"Recommendations will be forthcom- 
ing," Comr. Carl Hansen of Mount Pros- 
pect said. "Wo have 500 pages to study 
here, and there ore some very strong 
feelings about parts of the program." 


BECAUSE A TWO-THIRDS vote Is re- 


quired to approve major board ex- 
penditures, Republicans, who gamed the 
sixth board seat this year, claim a new 
negotiating leverage with' the board's 10 
Democrats. Hansen refused to identify 
possible programs the GOP board mem- 
bers will seek. 


The Dunne budget, which increased by 


$17 million from last year, concentrates 
on salary raises and increases In person- 
nel and does not include new capital-Im- 
provement programs. 


Continued construction of branch C.ir- 


cuit Court buildings in Maywood and 
Markham and in the county's criminal 
courts complex will total nearly $94 mil- 
lion next year. 


Suburban residents will lose Dunne's 


mobile communications program and the 
Office of Inquiry and Information which 
has visited suburban areas for more than 
three years with county government In- 
formation and forms. The program elim- 
inates two employes. 


THE BUDGET ALSO cuts the county's 


Civil Defense Commission, which In- 
cludes four positions, and passes respon- 
sibility for the program to tho Sheriff's 
Dep£. 


The budget contains a $10.8 million sur- 


plus from 1974 and about $17.6 million in 
one-time funds "which win not be avail- 
able to us in 1976."

THE BUDGET ADDS 417 positions - 


mainly In criminal justice programs — 
to the county payroll. New jobs that will 
cost about $3.3 million include 74 employ- 
es in the Public Defender's office and 
Probation Dept., 78 correction officers, 
six Sheriff's investigators, 86 deputy 
sheriffs for courtrooms in the suburbs 
and 42 additional assistant state's attor- 
neys. 


Dunne's wage package for tho county's 


9,000 employes includes 7.5 per cent pay 
increases. Sheriff's police will receive 8.5 
per cent raises to match Chicago police 
and about 700 correctional officers, who 
havo talked of wage protests this year, 
will receive 9 per cent wage and uni- 
form-allowance Increases.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Federal po- 


lice reported two bomb threats in Wash- 
ington Wednesday night, one at the Inte- 
rior Department and the other at a loca- 
tion officials refused to disclose. 


The threats followed the bombing of a 


State Department rest room in the early 
hours of the morning Wednesday and a 
rash of bomb threats that forced evac- 
uation of thousands of workers from oth- 
er federal buildings throughout the day. 


Earlier, a radical organization called 


the Weather Underground took responsi- 
bility for the bomb explosion that did 
considerable damage — but caused no 
injury — at the State Department. It also 
claimed to be responsible for placing 14 
sticks of dynamite at a military in- 
duction center at Oakland, Calif. 


Oakland bomb experts, with the help of 


a dog, found a briefcase containing 14 
sticks of dynamite in the induction cen- 
ter, dragged it outside and detonated it 
in the street. 


In other Washington bomb threats: 
• The Interior Department was evac- 


uated after a telephone threat. Searchers 
turned up nothing. 


• The Treasury Department used an 


almost-forgotten loud speaker system to 
tell employes a bomb threat had been 
received and they could leave the build- 
ing if they wished. Most did, but the all- 
clear was announced a half-hour later. 


• The Agriculture Department re- 


ceived a warning in mid-afternoon and 
called In the bomb squad, which created 
a stir by finding a heavy package in the 
men's room. It turned out to be empty 
wine bottles. 


The State Department explosion in a 


third-floor restroom occurred shortly be- 


fore 1 a.m. EST, after a series of tele- 
phone calls and notes of warning from 
the Weatherman organization to the 
news media. 


.The blast resulted in collapsed walls, 


dislodged celling tiles, shattered windows 
and broken water pipes but no injuries.

Dr. Steven Mostow, director of the 
Influenza Laboratory at Cleveland Metropolitan General Hos- 
pital, said samples of the virus were sent to the World Health 
Organization Influenza center at Atlanta. Mostow said the 
Cleveland virus, being an "A" type, could have the potential 
to start a serious epidemic.

of the CIA and FBI. Hep. Robert Glaimo, D-Conn., chairman 
of a seven-member panel set up by the Democratic Steering 
and Policy Committee, «sald his group unanimously approved 
a resolution by Rep. Luclcn Nedzi, D-Mich., calling for the 
select panel, which would issue a report within a year. The 
proposed panel would roughly parallel the work of a similar 
Senate Select Committee approved earlier this week. 


Freighter, oil barges crash on Mississippi 


A freighter and three oil barges pushed by a tugboat col- 


lided on the Mississippi River at Chalmette, La., at dusk 
Wednesday, coating the water with burning crude oil that 
threatened to surround 10 other vessels. The tug disappeared 
In heavy fog and could not bo found. The Coast Guard said all 
crewmen on the freighter survived the impact without injury. 
There were no immediate reports of barge deaths or injuries. 


Committee approves Lynn nomination

Index shows economic slip, 
but some areas improving 


From Herald news services 


A government Index Wednesday con- 


firmed the nation is in (be worst reces- 
sJon since the Great Depression. 


But other factors, Including another 


surge on the stock market — See Section 
4, Page 3 — signaled a possible recovery 
by mid-year. 


The Commerce Department's index of 


nine economic indicators showed the na- 
tion experienced the sharpest economic 
decline ever in the last five months of 
1974. 
'The composite index plunged 2.4 per 
cent in December, the fifth straight 
month of decline. 


In the last five months of 1974, the In- 


dex dropped 11 per cent, exceeding the 
previous record fall of 9.8 per cent from 
November 1948 to April 1949. 


The latest figures give fresh evidence 


that the current recession.would be long- 
er and more severe than any economic 
decline since the Depression of the 30s. 


In December, six of the nine indicators 


declined from November. These declines 
were for the average work week, initial 
claims for unemployment insurance, new 
orders for durable goods, stock prices, 
Industrial materials prices and consumer 
installment debt. 


The three Indicators that improved in 


December were building permits, price- 
labor cost ratio and orders for plant and 
equipment. 


Some of the areas in the economic 


measurement have shown improvement 
this month. 


• Stock market prices have risen 


steadily in January. Many economists 
say ups and downs on stock market run 
six months ahead of similar changes in 
the overall economy. 


• The Labor Department said the 


number of persons filing for unemploy- 
ment compensation dropped last week 
from the prior week for the first time in 
a month. The number of initial claims 
fell 118,500 to 851,700. 


• The prime rate for business loans, 


now at 9H per cent, was expected to be 
dropped to 9% per cent by major banks 
by early next week.

townships. The board must approve a 
zoning change on the property before It 
can bo converted into the residence. 


The petitioners object to the zoning 


change because a home for the mentally 
retarded would be "Injurious to the use 
and enjoyment of other property In tho 
immediate area," they said. 


Tho petitioners, who live near the 


Novitiate, said tho proposed home would 
be incompatible to the surrounding area, 
would dimmish property values, would in- 
crease traffic and would "endanger pub- 
lic health, safety, comfort and general 
welfare."

Serious crime in Wheeling 
for 1974 increases 53% 


Serious crimes In Wheeling increased 


S3 per cent during 1074, according to po- 
lice statistics released this week. 


There were Increases In every major 


crime category, Including a doubling of 
the number of burglaries. The Increase 
in all crimes during the year was 27 per 
cent, with 1,010 crimes reported In 1974 
compared with 664 the previous year. 


Lt. Thomas Conto cited the economy as 


the largest factor creating the crime In- 
crease. He sold people are "frustrated" 
because their Jobs are in danger or they 
have been laid off and also because their 
dollar buys less. 


"People tend to lash out, and unfortu- 


nately it is against each other," ho said.

the lesser crime categories, with weapon 
offenses decreasing by two for a total of 
six and cases of drunkenness remaining 
at 23. However, disorderly conduct cases 
were up from 570 to 622, other assaults 
up from 65 to 78 and sex offenses up from 
22 to 25. 


Another report prepared by the police 


department showed there were more 
than 400 acts of vandalism reported dur- 
ing 1074, with more than 63 per cent of 
the cases aimed at private homes and 
businesses. 


The number of traffic accidents last 


year was up 10 per cent, but the 932 in- 
vestigated accidents were more costly in 
terms of injuries and deaths. There were 
six road deaths and 281 .injuries com- 
pared with three deaths and 241 injuries 
in 1973.

"One day a boy walked up to me and 


said if he lost his arm be wouldn't feel 
bad If be could go here to Berkley. He 
bad learned that If you're in this bufld- 
ing you're accepted." 


It's one of Bernlce Gliege's favorite 


stories and she tells it often to illustrate 
the atmosphere that prevails at Berkley 
School at 2501 N. Chestnut, Arlington 
Heights. 


Berkley is a one-floor school with child- 


high drinking fountains, open class* 
rooms, carpeting, air conditioning and 34 
physically handicapped children. 


It is a showplace, a model facility 


toured by visitors interested in programs 
for the handicapped. But for the 400 chil- 
dren who Oil the building, Berkley is Just 
"school." 


"Every person is handicapped in some 


way," said Mrs. Gliege, the principal at 
Berkley. "You can use it as an excuse or 
you can go on and live. The children who 
come here, live." 


MRS. GLIEGE'S philosophy is reflect- 


ed throughout the school. Teachers who 
work in the physically handicapped, or 
PH wing, <as well as in regular class- 
rooms, instill In their students an under- 
standing and respect for a person's abili- 
ties and disabilities. 


The "normal" children, working and 


playing with their PH peers, learn to ac- 
cept a side of life few children come in 
direct contact with. At Berkley there is 
nothing unusual about two classmates 
rolling through the halls in wheelchairs; 
there is no stigma in wearing a body 
brace or having a hand that doesn't work 
well. 


State law requires that a public educa- 


tion be provided for all handicapped chil- 
dren, beginning at age three. Arlington 
Heights Dlst. 25 responded to that by of. 
ferlng space at Berkley for the physi- 
cally handicapped from throughout the 
Northwest suburbs. 


Berkley has no criteria regarding who 


can or can't be enrolled In the program, 
except that children fan within the nor- 
mal range of intelligence. Drawing chil- 
dren from eight area school districts, the 
program serves youngsters from age 
three through the fifth grade. Handicaps 
vary greatly — from children in wheel- 
chairs with muscular dystrophy or cere- 
bral palsy, to those who are paralyzed 
and wear body braces, to those with 
painful juvenile arthritis. 


The handicapped children are at Ber- 


kley first to be educated and then for 
therapy, Mrs. Gliege said. "The children 
are expected to do whatever they can. 
They are very competitive, very indepen- 
dent. They want to be like any other 
child." 


ONE OP TOE REASONS Berkley's 


program Is considered a model is be- 
cause of its focus on Integrating the chil- 
dren into the regular classroom — break- 
Ing away from a tradition of isolating 
them in an institution. 


Handicapped students spend anywhere 


from one class a day to the full day in 
regular classes, depending on their dis- 
ability and readiness for integration., 


"When the children first come into the 


program we tread easily. We want to 
know the kids well before we attempt to 
integrate them," said Marion Staley, 
third-through fifth-grade teacher. 


"There are many factors to consider 


before you integrate — does he work well 
independently, does he demand much of 
a teacher's time, does be work well in a 
larger classroom?" 


One of Mrs. Statey's mate concerns be- 


fore integrating a child is whether he 
will be comfortable in another class. "I 
talk it over with the child and his par- 
ents. Once he's In regular classes I try 
and keep in touch with how he's doing. 
Some children want to be a part of the 
big group; some don't want to be too far 
from the physically handicapped pod." 


GREAT CARE is taken to prepare the 


teacher when a handicapped student 
comes into a regular class. 


"We all try to work for understanding 


on the part of teachers to be receptive to 
the youngsters,'1 said Mrs. Staley. "We 
draw up resumes on each child telling 
his physical limitations, where he needs 
help, and we work In teams with the oth- 
er teacher to coordinate the education 
program for the children." 


"A lot of teachers need help. It can be 


frightening. They don't know what they 
can do with these kids," said Margie 
Roberts, physical therapist "You have 
to remember they have, say 30 young- 
sters, already — then they have to take 
in two or three more." 


"A good teacher can work with any 


special child," Mrs. Gliege said. "With 
the exception of one substitute, I've nev- 
er bad anyone say they couldn't" 


.The teachers also work closely with 


parents. 


"I don't know if this program would be 


this good if it weren't for the parents," 
Mrs. Gliege said. 


THE MAJORITY of parents feel Ber- 


kley's program is "an ideal setup," Mrs 
Staley said. "It's important for parents 
to see their young mingle with regular 
kids and then see their child be accept- 
ed." 


The teachers also give parents credit

for coping with their children's dis- 
abilities and making sure there are facil- 
ities to give them the best "There are 
mothers who will fight to the death for 
their children-," Mrs. Staley said. 


"And we encourage them to keep fight- 


ing," Mrs. Gliege added. "The only'per- 
sons seeing the child through life are the 
mother and father. It is their responsi- 
bility to find a place in life for these chil- 
dren" 


The emphasis of the program for th« 


handicapped children is to help them find 
a place in a world oriented to the "nor- 
mal" 


Children are not only encouraged, but 


sometimes pushed into taking a risk and 
trying something they don't think they 
can handle. 


Miss Roberts spent several months

coaxing several handicapped children out 
onto the playground. "Playground is a 
whole big world out there. It's hard for 
them," she said. "They have a tendency 
to play with the young kids or talk to 
adults. Some of them do beautifully. 
Some have a whole lot of social In- 
tegration to do." 


"SOME OF OUR KIDS have been 


waited on a good deal, protected a lot 
before they come hero," Mrs. Stalcy 
said. "Wo have to get them to bo inde- 
pendent. Wo have to say — you can do 
It." 


"It really surprises me how some of 


the kids totally accept their handicaps," 
said Jean Kornnlz, a teacher's aide. 
"There was one boy who really wonted 
to join a club at school but the kids 
worked with this machine that they 
turned with their hands. This little boy 
came up to mo and said very mattcr-of- 
fnctly, 'Dut my hnnd doesn't work.' I told 
him — you'll think of a way. Ho joined 
and he gets along just fine." 


The teachers work on building self-con- 


fidcnce. Each accomplishment Is Impor- 
tant In how -Jio child feels about himself. 


"The kids that try can do anything." 


Mrs. Kornatz said. "They'll go anywhere 
If they give It n chance. If they get coop- 
eration from the other kids they realty 
bloom." 


FOR THE MOST PART the handi- 


capped children ore (rented like anyone 
else by their peers. There are the typical 
friendships, arguments and Incidents 
that occur between children. 


"Some of our children ore teased, but 


they are not made fun of," Mrs. Gllego 
said. "Their teasing Is not directed at the 
handicap but at the child's personality. 


The tolerance and acceptance hero is 
more than elsewhere." 


Mrs. Glicgc strongly believes "nothing 


more can bo done for a child than Is 
done here." In addition to the specially 
trained teachers, Berkley's program also 
includes a physical therapist, occupation- 
al therapist, learning disabilities teacher, 
speech therapist and a number of teach- 
er aides. 


The physically handicapped wing has a 


separate area for physical therapy and 
another for occupational .therapy — 
where students work on feeding them- 
selves, zlppcrlng, buttoning and other 
kills. 


LITTLE TOUCHES — like the parent- 


designed hooks on the sides of some 
desks to hold canes or crutches or the cot 
set up for anyone who needs some time 
to rest — make school life more comfort- 
able. 


The teachers realize they will only be 


able to take these youngsters through the 
fifth grade. In September the first group 
of Berkley PH students will move on to 
Rand School — just a block away. The 
staff at Rand is working with Berkley 
teachers to design a program to meet the 
children's special needs. 


But when the years of schooling are 


over these children will bo seeking their 
own place In the world. 


"We prepare their minds, We prepare 


them psychologically and socially for ac- 
ceptance," said teacher's aide Mary Bla- 
dcckl. "But ono of the things we worry 
about Is if the world will be ready for 
them. Out there they will have to push 
and push and push for acceptance, for 
jobs, for cvcrytlilng they want" 


"We only hope," Mrs. Staloy added, 


"that business and society are ready for 
our children."

Harper teacher discovers a better 
China than nation of his childhood 


ROTC once 
again winning 
acceptance

As a child Harper College huma- 


nities teacher Richard Lockwood 
lived In a large stone house in Can- 
ton, China, that ho describes as 
"timeless and monstrous." Five ser- 
vants worked for the Lockwood fami- 
ly.Today, Lockwood's family homo 
still stands and is used as a meeting 
hall for Iron and steel workers in the 
People's Republic of China. Lock- 
wood knows. Just before Christmas 
ho visited it. 
"I took a 10-mile taxi ride with one of 
the tour guides to look for my old 
house," Lockwood said recently as 
ho reminisced about his tour in De- 
cember. "It's still there, which sur- 
prised me. I thought the Japanese 
would navo burned it long ago." 


The fate of his old home wasn't all 


that surprised Lockwood on his trip 
to China in a group of 17 profes- 
sionals sponsored by the U.S.-Chlna 
Peoples' Friendship Assn.

LOCKWOOD SAYS ho had read 


about the progress China has made 
In recent years but still was "as- 
tounded" to see the changes in the 
country be left at 19 before the Sec- 
ond World War broke out. 


"When I lived in China, there was 


epidemic starvation, but there is no 
hunger in China now," he says. "No 
one is without housing now, although 


it's very simple housing by our stan- 
dards. When I was In China there 
were thousands of beggars and 
homeless people who were roaming 
the countryside." 


In addition, he said, (hero have 


been physical changes in the coun- 
tryside. The Yellow River has been 
tamed to prevent the disastrous 
floods he knew as a child, and now 
there are trees in the country. 


"When I was there, there were no 


trees because the wood was too valu- 
able to keep," be said. "But since 
the revolution they have launched a 
project and have planted thousands 
of trees. Now there are trees all over 
the mountains where there were 
none before." 


THE THREE-WEEK tour took 


Lockwood and his group to Canton, 
Peking and other cities in the heart 
of China. Under the constant care of 
tour guides, Lockwood said, they vis- 
ited factories, schools, public works 


PEOPLE DO MUCH of the work in China, even 
today, although often machinery will b* working 
alongside human tabor, according to Richard Lock- 
wood, Harptr college humanities teacher who vis-

projects, Mao tse-Tung's birthplace 
and other sites tied to the Chinese 
revolution. 


Lockwood said he was particularly 


impressed with the spirit of the 
people. "China is not a slave state," 
he said, "because the motivation 
comes from within the people. The 
Chinese are very hard working and 
they are very proud of what they 
have done When the tour ended we 
believed that with tho death of Mao 
there will be no great change in 
China because the Chinese under- 
stand what has happened to them." 


One of the most moving events of 


the trip, he said, was a visit to a 
home where elderly persons without 
families lived and met with young 
people to tell them of the "old days " 
Ha said, "This was very moving to 
me because before, if you were old in 
China and had no family, you were a 
beggar — you had no other alterna- 
tive. These old people were very 
spunky, and because they met with 
students, they felt useful." 


SOME ASPECTS of the trip an- 


noyed Lockwood. For one thing, he 
said, "They treated us so elegantly 
that every meal was like a Thanks- 
giving dinner." In addition, he said, 
"We had tho feeling that if we asked 
questions that were in any way con- 
troversial, they would tend to evade 
them." 


Also, he said he sensed a general 


reluctance to trust the judgment or 
intelligence of individuals, a trait 
that he believes may trace back to 
pro-revolutionary China. "There is 
more faith in mass wisdom than in 
the individual," he said. "They want 
to avoid the possibility of any elite." 


Lockwood returned from China 


with hundreds of slides which he will 
use in his humanities classes at Har- 
per. His class, he said, always has 
had a unit on China, and now he will 
Include his own experiences in the 
discussions. 


"I'll try to give my students, who 


are pretty ethnocentric, an under- 
standing that China is now the coun- 
try the underdeveloped world looks 
to for an example," he said.

. The Reserve Officer Training Corps 
once more is acceptable to the college 
campuses. 


During campus unrest over American 


participation in the Vietnam War, ROTC 
suffered. 


Students in the corps often heard hoots 


and-or hisses as they drilled. 


But all that's changed, to hear Brig. 


Gen. Robert Artcr and Maj. Benjamin 
Waller tell it — as they did in an inter- 
view. 


THE GENERAL commands the third 


region ROTC with headquarters at Fort 
Rilcy, Kan It covers eight states and 65 
colleges and universities. The region in- 
cludes Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Loui- 
siana, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas 
and New Mexico. 


Major Waller is in charge of recruit- 


ment for minorities in the region. Minor- 
ities means nonwhltes and women. 


The best evidence that the ROTC im- 


age is shining again: for the first time in 
eight years, enrollment is on the up- 
swing Across the nation, according to 
Gen Arter, nearly 40,000 are participat- 
ing at the 291 host colleges and univer- 
sities. This is an 18.4 per cent increase 
over last year's enrollment. 


Women, first admitted to the corps on a 


trial basis at nine colleges in 1972, can 
join any unit now. Last year, who* the 
corps welcomed women in any unit, 3,000 
joined. This year, nearly 6,000 females 
signed up — a 100 per cent increase. 


In answer to a question, Gen. Arter 


said - "Yes, if they wish." 


THE QUESTION: Do the women drill, 


s h o u l d e r rifles, take marksmenship 
training? 


"Some of our best marksmen are wom- 


en." Hie general said. 


"They are not required to take this 


training or drill but many of them want 
it" 


Gen Arter just completed a tour of the 


schools in his jurisdiction He talked with 
the college presidents and with the heads 
of the military science departments. 


He found acceptance of ROTC "right 


back up there" in a front-running prtsl- 
tion. This, according to the general, fits 
with a recent University of Michigan poll 
that found "a high regard for the mili- 
tary." 


"It came out a highly respected in- 


stitution," he said. 


Tim BIGGEST deficiency in the offi- 


cer corps of the U.S Army is the number 
of blacks, according to Major Waller, a 
black. About five per cent of the officers 
arc black. He said this should be at least 
20 per cent. 


In his region, Major Waller said this 


past year the ROTC enlistment by blacks 
was up considerably. 


Both the general and the major said 


the guaranteed job and leadership train- 
ing are recognized by those signing up, 
blacks, whites, women. 


They tossed-out this statistic: 23 per 


cent of the men in America making 
$100,000 a year or more bad ROTC train- 
ing. 


For 1,300 students going to school on a 


ROTC scholarship, there is freedom from 
school bills, plus $100 a month spending 
money during his or her four years o{ 
college. 


THERE WERE some 12,000 applicants 


for the 1,300 full scholarships this year. 


But the majority of ROTC students are 


not on scholarship and pay their own tui- 
tion and costs the first two years in tbs 
program. On reaching their junior year, 
however, the nonscbobrship students re- 
ceive $100 a month. 


The four-year scholarship student must 


spend four years in the Army upon grad- 
uation on receipt of a commission as • 
second lieutenant. The non-scholarship 
student can accept a commission as • 
second lieutenant and serve a number ot 
ways. 


These include serving from tlffee 


months on active duty plus seven and 
one half years in the reserve. Or — two 
years active duty plus four years in the 
reserve. 


NINETY WOMEN this year received 


the four-year ROTC scholarships. Every 
one was in the top 15 per cent of her 
class. Forty were valedictorians. The 
males who received the scholarships also 
ranked high and won many honors in 
high school. 


ROTC isn't so much playing soldier — 


drilling and all that 


During the school year a lot of empha- 


sis is on teaching corps members to lead 
and motivate their peers. They also lire 
given opportunities to develop self-con- 
fidence, self-discipline and management 
skills. 


For what it's worth, here's another sta- 


tistic the general passed on: 19 per cent 
of all U.S. Senators, U.S. Representa- 
tives and state governors bad ROTC un- 
der their belts by the time they gradu- 
ated college.

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The environment 
County says it met U.S. 
pollution-control limits 


by LEA TONKIN 


Tho County Dcpt. of Environmental 


Control said tho county met tho primary 
standards of tho federal Clean Air Act 
for the second consecutive year in 1074, 
despite a IS per cent Increase In sulphur 
dioxide and 3 per cent increase In sus- 
pended particulatcs. 


Director Philip Mole said tho achieve- 


ment is largely tho result of efforts by 
concerned citizens, Industry, area munic- 
ipalities and tho professional corps of en- 
glnecrs, technicians and inspectors. 


Tho Technical Services Division report 


Indicates the alr-quallty average for sus- 
pended particulatcs, sulphur dioxide and 
carbon monoxide meote tho May 31 fed- 
eral primary standards. The average for 
sulphur dioxide In 1074 yras .009 parts per 
million, below tho standard of .03 parts 
per million. Tho average for suspended 
particulatcs was 70 mlcrograms per cub- 
ic meter and for carbon monoxide the 
average was 1.2 parts per million. 


Tho department this year will Initiate 


enforcement programs to achieve stan- 
dards sot for nitrogen dioxide, photo- 
chemical oxldanls and organic material 
emissions of hydrocarbons, Mole said. 


Attack on spending hit 


Recent charges that environmental- 


cleanup spending is Inflationary have 
drawn criticism from Raymond Mostek 
of Lombard, president of Chlcagoland 
Friends of tho Earth. 


"To tell tho American public that cut- 


ting pollution control and conservation 
measures from the budget will help the 
economy Is like giving aspirin to cure 
appendicitis," Mostok said. 


Environmental 
spending 
in 1073 


amounted to ono per cent of tho gross 
national produce, ho said. "And figures 
released by tho Council on Environmen- 
tal Quality show that such federally fun- 
ded programs are responsible for, at tho 
most, ono half of ono per cent of the cur- 
rent Inflation," ho added. 
Mostak sold ho advocates a national 
program to implement conservation 
measures like mass recycling, mass 
transit systems and reformation of utili- 
ty-rate structures tliat encourage big 
users to waste energy. 


Funds nought to bar corps 


Funds are being sought to support an 


environmentalists' study of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers proposed re- 
placement of Lock and Dam 26 on the 
Mississippi River near Alton. 


The project Is part of a $383 million 


proposal. Tho Sierra Club, the Izaak Wal- 
ton League and 21 railroads filed suit In 
August 1974 to block construction of tho 
lock and dam replacement, and a federal 
judge granted a preliminary injunction 
halting tho project. 


The outcome of tho lawsuit will have 


far-reaching effects on national policy re- 
garding expansion of river navigation, 
the Sierra Club said. Critics of tho proj- 
ect contend a study will show there Is 
little economic advantage of barges over 
railroads. Pledges to support an Initial 
$2,000 study of the project total only 
$1,300. 


Air standards parley set, 


The Lake Michigan States section of 


tho Air Pollution Control Assn. will host 
a conference Monday and Tuesday on 
long-term maintenance of clean air stan- 
dards at the O'Hnro Inn, Roscmont. 


Tho purpose of the meeting Is to pro- 


vide understanding of the technical, legal 
social and political factors that Influence 
regional growth related to anticipated 
levels of air pollution. Planning offi- 
cials, developers and the public can par- 
ticipate.

Gas rationing 


isn't the answer 


President Ford's tough talk on 


gasoline rationing last week de- 
serves tough support. 


The sentiment for some kind of 


rationing program has been creep- 
ing up on us again, encouraged by 
some Congressional Democrats, 
and it ought to be snuffed out be- 
fore someone comes to believe it 
really is a good idea. 


Hopefully, Ford's attack on the 


rationing idea — and his threat to 
veto a rationing program If it 
passes Congress — will bo tho blow 
needed to start tho sentiment re- 
ceding. 


It's bad enough we're in the 


midst of another confusing debate 
over whether there is an energy 
crisis, and what's causing it. We 
also don't need more of the men- 
tality that says we should jump 
into a rationing program as the 
way out. 


In first telling Congress that it 


ought to have the guts to pass a 
mandatory rationing program if it 
passes one at all, and then saying 
he'd veto it anyway, Ford dis- 
missed rationing as inequitable, in- 
effective and unfair. 


It Is all those and more, and it's 


amazing that Congressmen of the 
stature of Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield could seriously 
champion it without regard to the 
nightmare it would bring on the 
country. 


In simple terms, there is no way 


a rationing program could work in 
a nation of more than 210 million 
people. 


The bureaucracy alone would be 


ghastly. 


A rationing force of thousands of 


government workers would have to 
be created at a cost of millions of 
dollars — and this at a time when 
the government should be cutting 
spending, not finding new ways to 
spend our dollars. 


A new federal patronage pool 


would come into being, with its in- 
evitable joy of wallowing in red 
tape, dispensing favoritism and 
making life miserable for millions 
of drivers anxiously standing in 
line for their coupons. 


Inconvenience and aggravation 


would be legion, and the news- 
papers would be filled with stories 
of little guys who couldn't get their 
coupons and big guys who had no 
trouble at all getting their gasoline. 


The program would have built-in 


discrimination against people who 
have to drive long distances to 
work, people who live in rural 
areas, farmers who need vehicles 
for harvesting their crops and the 
poor who own fewer cars and thus 
would qualify for fewer coupons. 


Then there is the problem of 


black marketing. Proponents of ra- 
tioning insist there would be built- 
in safeguards, but there really is 
no way to guarantee against traf- 
ficking in counterfeit coupons or in 
legitimate coupons somehow siph- 
oned out of the system. 


Yes, this Is a cynical approach. 


But if rationing is somehow forced 
on the American public — especial, 
ly at a time when the people are 
still skeptical of the need — these 
things surely will come to pass. 


Gasoline rationing is a stupid 


idea. Let's be done with it before 
we talk ourselves into it. 


Legislative cronyism 


The question before the III. 


House is, how do you get rid of a 
politician? 


We have all labored under the 


apparently false assumption that 
the voters, when election day rolls 
around, may remove an elected of- 
ficial from his public office. 


This is what the voters of Illinois' 


42nd Legislative District thought 
they had done on Nov. 5, 1074, 
when they ousted Speaker of the 
House W. Robert Blair from the Il- 
linois legislature. 


Now Blair has surfaced again as 


a so-called consultant to his succes- 
sor as leader of the Republican 
party in the House, Rop. James 
Washburn of Morris. 


Washburn, whose position as mi- 


nority leader is nowhere as de- 
manding nor prestigious as that of 
speaker, has pleaded that he needs 
the expertise of Blair in learning 
how to keep his ducks in line in 
the House. 


For Blair's advice, Washburn 


has graciously consented to pay 
$2,600 of the taxpayers' money per 
month. Whether Washburn 
has 


noted the irony that the sum repre- 
sents 9100 a month more than Blair 
received as speaker, we cannot 
say. 


Despite the blatant cronyism of 


the "contract" which Washburn 
granted Blair, there is no question 
that what he has done, in giving 
the former speaker this bountiful 
agreement, is legal. 


Despite the implicit acknowledg- 


ment in his action that he is in- 
capable of taking over the lead- 
ership of his party without the aid 
of a man repudiated by his own 
constituents, there is no legal 
means for preventing Washburn 
from dipping into public funds for 
Blair's benefit. 


There are means, however, for 


discouraging or preventing repeti- 
tions of this stunt. 


Rep. E u g e n e Schlickman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, has proposed 
that Washburn be removed by his 
fellow Republicans as their leader 
in the House. That, we feel, would 
serve as a deterrent to such she- 
nanigans by future party leaders, 
and we find it a reasonable propos- 
al. 


The other method would be for 


the whole House to pass legislation 
placing strict limits on the way 
that party leaders can spend public 
funds placed at their disposal for 
the conduct of their offices.

'Population still growing' 


While reading a recent issue of the 


National Wildlife Federation's "Con- 
servation News," I discovered an eye- 
opening article on world population fig- 
ures. 


The article stated that the world's pop- 


ulation is not only bigger than we 
thought, but is growtog at a faster rate 
than has been previously estimated. 
These latest "1974 World Population Es- 
timates" were released by The Environ- 
mental Fund, a private foundation active 
in the population field. 


"The new figures confirm what some 


demographers have long suspected; most 
world population estimates since 1945 
have been too low," stated Robert C. 
Cook, former longtime president of the 
Population Reference Bureau. The data, 
developed after months of research, was 
prepared under Cook's direction. 


"Our estimates indicate that the 


world's population reached four billion 
early this year (1974)," Cook said. "Fur- 
thermore, the world's population appears 
to be growing at the rate of 90 million 
per year, and not, as previously thought, 
at the rate of 75 million. 


"Although most of the unreported

growth in population which research has 
turned up has occurred outside of the 
United States, the new figures will have 
profound impact on Americans. For one 
thing, the additional 90 million people 
added to the world's population each 
year will expect to be fed, and nearly all 
of the surplus food left in the world is in 
North-America. The ever-growing de- 
mand for this food will send the price of 
it higher and higher, increasing the cost 
of living and adding to the serious in- 
f l a t i o n a r y problems which already 
threaten to overwhelm us," Cook states. 


Cook noted that the actual population 


of the U.S. is not the official figure of 
about 212 million, but at least 217.5 mil- 
lion. "While the U.S. Census Bureau has 
declared that some 5.3 million people 
were not counted in the 1970 census, this 
number has never been added to the offi-

dal U.S. population figure." He added 
that "U.S. population would be consid- 
erably higher if illegal immigrants living 
in this country were added. These people 
are not Included in either the census or 
the undercount." 


"Nobody is certain just how many ille- 


gal Immigrants there are in the U.S.," 
Cook said. "The U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service estimates that 
there are between seven and eight mil- 
lion persons now living in this country 
illegally, and that approximately 1.5 mil- 
lion more will enter the U.S. this year." 


While some news media in the U.S. 


proclaim that the U.S. is nearing zero 
growth, the following facts are a bit 
more sobering: First, even if we imme- 
diately reduce our average completed 
family size (fertility rate) to 2.1 as we 
have recently come very • close to doing, 
it will still take about 60 years for us to 
achieve a zero growth rate by natural 
increase, because such a large per- 
centage of our population is young and 
therefore now having, or will be having, 
children In the future. It would take an 
Immediate average completed family 
size of one child to stop our population 
from growing right now, today; second- 
ly, we must consider all ways In which 
our population increases. Last year our 
population grew by 1,275,000 from natu- 
ral increase, by 400,000 from legal immi- 
grants and by 1-1.5 million from Illegal 
immigrants. 


It is clear that as far as population 


problems go, the numbers game will be 
with us for quite some time yet, and so 
will all the problems inherent in popu- 
lation growth.

Blair deal draws a shrug

Part of the problem, it seems, is that 


we have lost, or are gradually losing, our 
collective sense of outrage. 


Perhaps, after the interminable years 


of Vietnam, the endless months of Water- 
gate, the continuing weeks of ballooning 
costs and shrinking dollars, we are just 
becoming too weary to stand up and 
shout in indignation. 


Perhaps, after witnessing the parade 


of governors, senators, representatives, 
county and local officials wending, their 
way into prison, we just want to close the 
gate and forget the whole thing. 


Perhaps that is partly why, when we 


find ourselves being milked of another 
paltry $2,600 per month by a former pub- 
lic official, that the general public reac- 
tion Is a shrug of resignation. 


In theory, at least, it is the sentiment 


of the public which governs the actions 
and reactions of our elected officials. 


Theoretically, .a roar of indignation 


from the grassroots produces Instant and 
decisive action from the officeholders. 


It would follow, then, that a sigh of 


resignation by the electorate will elicit 
little more than a shrug of indifference 
from the keepers of the public trust. 


And so it appears to be in the Remark- 


able Saga of (ex-)Speaker Blair. 


W. Robert Blair of Park Forest served 


10 years in the House of Representatives, 


the last four in the powerful position of 
speaker, before being denied reelection 
by the voters in his Will County district 
last November. As an elected representa- 
tive and speaker, he received from the 
people of the state $2,500 per month. 


Less than two weeks after being re- 


moved from public office, he was back 
on the state payroll — at $2,600 per 
month. Blair was hired by his "succes- 
sor," Rep. James Washburn of Morris, 
as a consultant to tell Washburn how to 
go about the job of being minority leader 
of the House. 


Aside • from the implications about 


Washburn's competence to be the leader 
of 76 GOP representatives, tho obvious 
favoritism — at public expense — was an 
embarrassment to House Republicans 


who elected Washburn, despite allega- 
tions by some that he was to be nothing 
more than a front for Blair, who would 
continue to dictate GOP policy though no 
longer in public office. 


Reflecting the public reaction, those 


House Republicans, for the most part, 
drew themselves to their full height, jut- 
ted out their chins, and pronounced 
themselves "disappointed." 


One exception was Rep. Eugene F. 


Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, who 
bellowed with rage and demanded 1) re- 
jection of Blair's $2,600-a-month contract 
and 2) Washburn's removal as minority 
leader. 


Schlidcman's House colleagues so far 


have greeted his demands as have their 
constituents — with a shrug.

sure whether it will be an Army type 
disease or a Navy type malady. 


So prudence dictates that facilities for

Suppose, for example, the President 


went for a cruise down the Potomac- 
aboard the White House yacht and devel- 
oped an acute case of seasickness. 


It would be pretty awkward to take 


him to an Army hospital for that type of 
treatment. 


Also consider that any Presidential ail- 


ment, no matter how trivial, is subject to 
extensive analysis, commentary, specu- 
lation and reportorial detail. 


Given the massive publicity that at- 


tends the Presidency, an after-dinner 
belch can take on the proportions of ter- 
minal dyspepsia. 


Now suppose, as could happen, we had 


a hypochondriac in the White House. And 
suppose the Army got credit for saving 
his life every time he suffered a hang- 
nail. 


Consciously or not, the President is go- 


ing to feel a measure of gratitude toward 
that particular service when he okays 
the military budget. 


Under those circumstances the Navy 


would be lucky to get enough funds for a 
couple of gondolas. So self-preservation 
demands that the Navy hospital maintain 
its own Presidential suite. 


When he goes to the Army-Navy foot- 


ball game, the President spends time on 
boh sides of the field. As Commander in 
Chief, he should exhibit the same degree 
of impartiality when he requires hospl- 
talization. 


Say the President dislocates his jaw 


trying to chew gum while walking. He 
could check into the Presidential suite at 
Walter Reed for x-rays and then move on 
to Bcthesda to have his jaw put in a 
sljng. 


It costs a bit more, sure. But it's not 


too great a price to pay for a strong na- 
tional defense.

Old methods are on comeback trail 
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A recent Issue of tho New York Times 


had a story about a "now, Innovative" 
school in Wyoming — a one-room school- 
house whcro tho teacher and first- 
through sixth-grade students meet every 
day to do reading, writing and 'rlthmct- 
Ic. 


Tho story noted that, "The one-room 


school has much of tho philosophic flavor 
of thoso old-fashioned 'open classrooms' 
that swept tho field of education In re- 
cent years." 


Tho story goes on to describe tho 


school, one of 1,475 one-room school- 
houses loft In tho country. Tho children 
do their math on tho blackboard, read 
stories aloud and raise and lower tho 
flag In front of tho building dally. Tho 
writer then notes tho "one serious prob- 
lem" that has yet to bo solved by tho 
school — tho colony of skunks that Is liv- 
ing under tho floor of tho school. 


Tho purpose of that story, I suspect, Is 


to awaken a feeling of nostalgia toward 
tho times that arc often referred to as 
the "bad old days." And I'm sura thero 
arc times when parents and school offi- 
cials, tired of dealing with tho com- 
plicated problems facing modern school 
systems, long for tho greater simplicity 
of tho past. 


THE THING that Is Interesting, how- 


ever, Is tho fact that ono-room school- 
houses do, as tho New York Times notes, 
bear some resemblance to "open class- 
rooms" and the schools which were built 
without Interior walls in recent years. 


It's easy to arguo, certainly, that tho 


similarity Is only superficial, because tho 
open schools have many more than one 
toacher for all tho children and because 
thero are resources available to a more 
modern school that cannot bo available 
in a ono-room schoolhouso. 


Still, it's a fact that a teacher in tho 


ono-room schoolhouse never had the lux- 
ury of having all tho students In a class 
working on tho same page In tho same 
book — and that luxury is tho thing that 
people who talk about "Individualized In-

struction" are most likely to point to 
when they discuss tho shortcomings of 
"traditional" teaching methods. 


Two stories that hove run In The Her- 


ald In recent days seem to tic into tho 
whole discussion of past educational 
techniques somehow returning in slightly 
different forms. For example, reporter 
Linda Punch wrote this week about the 
programs for "gifted" children in local 
school districts. In some districts teach- 
ers are traveling from school to school to 
work with gifted children, while one dis- 
trict has a special class for the bright 
kids. 


That harks back to a time, in the late 


1950s, when one of tho biggest trends in 
education was giving special attention to 
"gifted" children. After Sputnik, school 
officials became very concerned that 
they weren't giving proper attention to 
tho brightest student and set up all kinds 
of enrichment programs for them — 
many of them aimed at math and scl- 
•cnco. 


WHEN I WAS In sixth grade, for ex- 


ample, I remember vividly tho nice man 
(whoso name is long forgotten) who 
camo to my classroom every week to get 
several of us. We met with him for an 
hour and learned the Greek alphabet or 
astronomy or took field trips Including 
one to a speech by space scientist Wer- 
nhcr Von Braun. Wo all enjoyed it and 
came back to our classes a little bit 
stuck up because wo had been singled 
out for such special attention. 


Gradually, In tho 1960s, tho Idea of that 


kind of special program for gifted chil- 
dren fell into disuse. Some people raised 
questions about what effect the programs 
had on tho children's social development, 
while in other cases, as noted by report- 
er Punch, the programs just gave way 
under the pressure to provide better pro- 
grams for handicapped children. 


Now, It seems, gifted programs are re- 


turning, and I'm sure that a close look 
would show that the now programs have 
something in common with tho programs 
of the post, and that, like tho ono-room 
schoolhouso and tho open classroom, that 
there also are some differences between 
old and new. 


Tho moral may bo that you should nev- 


er discard an idea that is used in school 
as completely worthless — and that 
brings us to tho second example of the 
week that seems to fit Into this subject. 
State Rep. Aaron Jaffo and Cook County 
School Supt. Richard Martwick have pro- 
posed that a law be passed outlawing 
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corporal punishment. 


Now, outlawing corporal punishment 


seems to be one of those "apple pie" 
kind of Issues — In this day and age 
most people will agree that paddling, If it 
is to be used at all, should only be used 
In very selected cases. "Spare the rod 
and spoil the child" is a maxim that has 
apparently fallen out bf favor. 


BUT THE.KEY word Is "apparently." 


While it Is quite possible that we will out- 
law corporal punishment without a sec- 
ond thought today, it may also be pos- 
sible that, a few years from now it will 
be on "Innovative" idea for Improving 
school discipline.

Lest such a thought horrify you, re- 


member that there arc, after all, many 
techniques that can be used by adults to 
make children behave that may be more 
damaging psychologically than a swat on 
tho backside. And it may be that In fu- 
ture years, experts will decide that a ju- 
dicious swat is more effective than some 
of tho things suggested by Martwick as 
alternatives — like assigning extra class- 
work or detentions to nn offender. 


So, as with one-room schools and pro- 


grams for gifted children, don't consign 
paddling to the permanent scrap heap 
just yet. Because you never know when 
something is likely to make a comeback.

NEW YORK - The blackballing of 


three Chicago TV critics from a recent 
ABC press trip to California raises some 
serious questions about the television in- 
dustry and tho way It wants to be cov- 
ered. 


ABC, battling one of its worst prime- 


time seasons, did not invite Gary Dccb of 
the Tribune, Norman Mark of the Dally 
News and Ron Powers of the Sun-Times 
to its second-season press junket in Be- 
verly Hills last week. 


The three, known as "The Chicago 


Problem," often are critical about cen- 
sorship, violence and executives whoso 
flubs bring about slushy programming. 


TO BE SURE, the action will not pre- 


vent the trio from covering television. 
Dccb went to California and crashed the 
ABC event without incident. 


But at its minimum, the ban leaves the 


impression that favorable comments are 
rewarded with largesse — trips and 
meals — that would create a climate of 
self-censorship. 


At the maximum, it is an affront to the 


freedom of tho press. 


ABC's snub was not tho first time a 


network did not invite hard-hitting mem- 
bers of the press on a trip, but it is 
thought to bo the first time a powerful 
group of TV writers has been specifically 
excluded. 


PRESS TOURS, also held by CBS and 


NBC, arc designed for critics to meet 
stars and executives in a work-play at- 
mosphere. The networks initially paid all 
expenses, but recently many newspapers 
have picked up the bills. Chicago pays. 


The official reason for the snub, said a 


spokesman for ABC-TV, is that the crit- 
ics "have repeatedly stated that organ-

Deeb's sins include criticism of the

IN THE OPINION of many network 


press officials, Powers may have set the 
tone of Chicago writing by winning the 
Pulitzer Prize in 1973, a first for a TV 
writer. 


"He won the Pulitzer," said a source, 


"and those other guys want to win one 
too." 


Asked about the decision, Powers said 


ABC probably "wanted to weed out trou- 
blemakers." He also called the ban an 
attempt to "bully" critics. 


Mark said the Chicago group "was 


basically asking difficult'questions. We 
don't want to know what a star eats for 
breakfast. We want to know why a show 


is on the air. Why is it before the Ameri- 
can public? Is 'Cannon' the ultimate pos- 
sibility in television?" 


Deeb calls network press agents "a 


continuing parade of Ron Zicglers" who 
are "not Interested in any form of jour- 
nalism. 


"The key to tough copy is to start 


eliminating the middle man, the network 
flacks. Go to writers, producers, the 
stars. When you stop worrying about 
making a press agent your friend, that's 
the time you start reporting."

Clinics 
keep 
babies 
well 


A successful working relationship 


between the Oook County Depart* 
ment of Public Health and local 
women's organizations has made 
available health supervision for 
small children whose parents could 
not otherwise afford regular medical 
checkups. 


Four well-baby clinics are oper- 


ating in northwest Cook County, in 
the suburbs of Palatine, Wheeling, 
DCS Plaines, and Hanover Park. 


At the clinics, a mother has at her 


service a complete health team con- 
sisting of doctor, public health nurse, 
nutritionist and various volunteers 
who, according to Addle Reninger, 
health educator, "are the backbone 
of the clinics. Without them we could 
not operate." 


The monthly clinics are free to in- 


digent families falling within set fi- 
nancial limitations. When a referral 
is received in the Des Plaines Of- 
fice of the Cook County Health De- 
partment, a nurse first visits the 
home and makes a general assess- 
ment of living conditions and family 
environment. Children who are under 
four years of ago are at that time 
registered at the nearest clinic. 


COMMUNITY volunteers weigh 


and measure all the children as they 
arrive at the clinics. They are also 
seen individually by a public health 
nurso who records all medical his- 
tory, Including growth and devel- 
opment, any illnesses incurred since a 
child's last visit, and immunizations 
currently needed. The nurse is also 
continually on the lookout for abnor- 
mal behavioral patterns or physical 
defects. 


Though illnesses are not treated at 


the clinics, parents are advised 
where to take their sick children for 
further medical attention if it is war- 
ranted. 


A mother is urged to bring her in- 


fant to a clinic approximately six 
times during the first year after 
birth, basically the same schedule 
most pediatricians adhere to in pri- 
vate practice. Return visits are ar- 
ranged in accordance with a child's' 
age and health conditions until he or 
she turns four, the age at which all 
children are dismissed from the well- 
baby clinics. 


CHILDREN WHO have been com- 


ing regularly for checkups are in- 
vited to return for one final physical 
before beginning kindergarten. 


In addition to private consultation 


with both a nurse and a doctor, who- 
ever accompanies the child,, either 
father or mother, is also asked dur- 
ing each visit to confer with the nu- 
tritionist on hand. 


"Nutrition Is part of preventive 


medicine," explains Myrtle Merritt, 
who visits the Palatine clinic month- 
ly. "We are here to try to head off 
any problems that might arise." 


There are three conditions which 


Miss Merritt sees often, ones that are

easily remedied after the parents arc 
made aware of the problems. 


One is infant or preschool anemia 


caused by excessive amounts of milk 
and not enough solid food. 


OTHER TIMES babies are left on 


the bottle too long, leaving them less 
desirous to chew solid food. Though 
this correlation has never 
been 


proved, Miss Merritt claims she has 
seen enough cases to believe there is 
a relationship between the two situ- 
ations. 


In even rarer instances a mother 


will try to keep her child a baby 
longer by continuing to use a bottle 
and baby food post a time it is effec- 
tively needed. 


"Mostly the rolo of a nutritionist is 


one of support. We fill in and provide 
guidance when and where it is 
needed, but mostly wo are here to 
support the own good practices of the 
mother," Miss Merritt continued. 


One of the biggest problems she 


runs into, in fact, is over-feeding. 


"Few people realize the usual gain 


of the child after the first year 
should only be two to three pounds a 
year. Many mothers expect their 
child to continue to gain at the 
same baby rate. Wo attempt to help 
the mother guide the child to other 
activities rather than attack the eat- 
ing problem itself. 


"ADDRESSING 
THE 
problem 


directly would only make the mother 
feel she is denying the child food. If, 
however, the mother is successful, 
the child will stow up the intake of 
food on bis or her own."

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Watered gas a new energy headache? 


With tho prospect of itlll higher gaso- 


line prices duo to President Ford's Im- 
port tariff on oil, drivers may face the 
problem of watered gasoline. 


One render recently wrote Tho Herald 


that after being filled up at a Rolling 
Meadows gasoline station, his car died 
en route to Wisconsin, and tho problem 
was diagnosed as water in the gas lino. 


"When tho mechanic snowed us some 


of the gas ho had drained off in a small 
glass jar, tho gas was floating on a largo 
amount of water...," the reader wrote. 


And, ho added, tho mechanic indicated 


this was a recurring problem with cars 
coming from the Chicago area. 


What can be done? 
Don't try calling tho Federal Energy 


Administration, because they assume no 
responsibility In tho problem. 


AFTER SOME chocking around, The 


Herald learned that tho Bureau of 
Weights and Measures of the Illinois Ag- 
riculture Department is creating a divi- 
sion to handle complaints concerning wa- 
tered gas. According to a spokeswoman, 
this is a relatively now responsibility for 
the department, but a procedure is al- 
ready in existence. 


In tho case of tho Rolling Meadows 


complaint, investigators from tho depart- 
ment will purchase gasoline at tho sta- 
tion in question and will send samples to 
tho University of Illinois for testing, the 
spokeswoman said. ' 


Any prosecution would then be handled 


by the Illinois Attorney General's con- 
sumer fraud office. 


However, according to John Hartog of 


that office, a gas station owner could be 
prosecuted for fraud only if "malicious 
Intent" Is shown — deliberate mixing of 
water with gas.

row a cup of sugar (if neighbors still do 
that kind of thing) you might drop two 
sugar beets in tho cup and suggest, "Do- 
It-yoursclf.!" 


Really, it's possible to extract sugar 


from sugar beets, which you can grow 
yourself. If things get tough enough, you 
never know; you could find yourself 
making sugar in your kitchen. And it's a 
lot easier than making maple syrup from 
tree sap if you've ever tried to tackle 
that.

HERE'S HOW YOU do it: Wash the 


beets and put them through a grater or 
grinder. Put the pulverized beets in a 
Jorge canning pot, cover with water and 
boil until soft and mushy (about an 
hour). Strain off juice and reserve re- 
maining pulp. 


Next, you will need a shot of seltzer 


water and a half cup of milk of lime 
(calcium hydroxide — get it from a 
pharmacy). Sehzer is the home substi- 
tute for the carbon dioxide used com- 
mercially. Enough calcium hydroxide to 
moke a gallon of milk of lime costs about 
a dollar. Lime water Is the common use 
of calcium hydroxide — for milk of lime, 
add less water to tho dry calcium hydro- 
xide powder for a little thicker suspen- 
sion. Use only enough calcium hydroxide 
powder to make what you need for 
the sugar. Store the remaining dry pow- 
der on the kitchen shelf. 


Let tho mixtures sit for about two 


hours, or until semi-solids settle to 
the bottom. 


POUR OFF THE water on top. Then 


cook the sugar mass that settled to the 
bottom slowly and carefully so it doesn't 
burn. It may take an hour and a half or 
so to reduce the sugar mass to a mo- 
lasses-like thickness.

Next separate the sugar from the mo- 


lasses by spinning it in an electric or- 
ange juicer. Use a percolator top to hold 
the sugar mass, turn on the juicer and 
let her rip! (Cover the top so the white 
sugar that is produced doesn't fly out.) If 
you don't have an orange juicer, any 
motorized appliance with sufficient turn- 
ing speed — equivalent to a juicer — will 
do the Jab. The spinning throws out the 
white sugar onto the juicer bowl, and the 
molasses drips down the spout Into a 
container you use to catch it. 


Air dry the refined sugar and when It's 


dry, store it as you would store- 
bought sugar. Keep the molasses In a 
sterilized sealed Mason jar until ready to 
use. 


IF YOU WANT to produce more than 


just a cup of sugar from two beets, con- 
sider processing more beets in a boiler.

the state in their sport—volleyball. 


Led by the coaching of Booale Beach, 


the Indians captured the first Illinois 
Ugh school volleyball title at Charleston 
Saturday. 


For now, the girls' volleyball tourney 


Is the closest thing to what the boys nave 
with their state basketball tourney. It's a 
true test of a team sport because there 
are three hurdles — the district, section- 
al and suporsoctlonal — before advanc- 
ing to the two-day state finals. (The girls 
will get a basketball state tourney in the 
1979-77 season.) 


So winning such a championship Is 


quite an accomplishment. 


Along the tourney path, Now Trier 


East (as the school's been known since 
the addition of the West campus) met the 
Herald area's only district champ. Un- 
fortunately for Arlington, the showdown 
with the Indians came in the first round 
of tho sectional' 


It seems, according to New Trier's 


coach, that the Glcnbrook North Section* 
al was the toughest second-round test in 
the state. 


Bonnie, who lives in Wheeling, labeled 


Harrington the best team her Indians 
faced in the whole tourney. "They prob- 
ably play more like wo play," she ex- 
plained. "It was a real honor to play 
them." 


Harrington was the first of three teams 


to push tho champs the distance (a 
match winner takes tho best two-outof- 
thrco games). The farther they ad- 
vanced, tho tougher the competition be- 
came. And, naturally, the more tense the 
matches become. 


There have been some educators as 


well as coaches who have been con- 
cerned about tho girls' sports adopting 
the philosophy some boys' teams play 
under — win or else. Bonnie said It was 
up to each coach — both men and women 
. — to keep the sport in its proper per* 
spectlve. 


fine tried to Impress upon her young 


women that although the slate touma- 
ment was a goal to strive for, "It wasn't 
the most Important thing in the entire 
world. 


"Tho pressure was more internal than 


external I think they've known all along 
they were capable of being state cham- 
pions. I think the pressure has been on 
tho kids all season long. They felt the 
intense pressure when they entered the 
district."

Today's housing: costs rise., openings fall 


Average price of house 
in area up $3,000 in year 


The average price of a home in the 


Northwest suburbs jumped an average of 
$3,000 during Urn last year. On the aver- 
agc, it will cost $43,496 to buy a home In 
this area, compared with prices last 
year. 


That's the average price for a single- 


family home In tho traditional sense, ac- 
cording to figures released by Kenneth 
A. Ruud, president of the MAP real os- 
tnto multiple-listing service. Ruud also Is 
owner of a real estate firm. 


While the average price tag for homes 


sold In tho Northwest suburbs during 
1074 Increased more than $3,000 from 
$42,4(17 In 1073, the figures reflect an in- 
creasing number of condominium unit 
and townhomo sales. The average sale 
price of these units Is substantially lower 
than detached single-family home prices. 
An average 10 to 15 per cent increase in 
single-family homo prices for the past 
several yean Is expected to continue, 
Ruud said. 


TIIREK FACTORS that boosted North- 


west suburban homo values during 1974 
are expected to buoy the 1073 market, 
Ruud said. The desirability of the North- 
west suburbs as a place to live, inflation 
and the decline of new home construction 
havo pushed selling prices upward, he 
said. 


"Certain price ranges of homes have 


enjoyed a greater Increase In value than 
others," Ruud said. -Houses priced less 
than $30,000 tend to increase In price fos- 
ter than those in higher price ranges. 


"Tho main reason for tho Increase is 


not immediately obvious," Ruud said. 


"In my opinion, the primary cause was 
tho unavailability of mortgage money 
from April through November of 1074. 
Most real estate agents had com- 
mitments for mortgage money but the 
down payment required was 30 per cent 
of the purchase price. 


"During good times, agents can fi- 


nance homes with as little as 5 per cent 
down. The increased down payment re- 
quirement put many purchasers out of 
the market for the higher priced home." 
Government-Insured financing, contract 
sales and many forms of creative financ- 
ing were employed by real estate profes- 
sionals to serve the home buycrtf and 
sellers' needs, Ruud said. 


A 2.B PER CENT decline in the num- 


ber of sales transactions handled by 
MAP area offices during 1974 compared 
to 1073 figures was reported. There were 
5,908 transactions recorded by the 78 
member companies compared with 5,792 
in 1973. The I960 sales slump was reflect- 
ed in a 4.3 per ccntdrop In sales, Ruud 
said. 


The slump In home sales reflected sev- 


eral trends In addition to increased 
down-payment requirements, Ruud said. 
The threat of layoffs in many industries, 
poor performance in many sectors of the 
economy, the negative impact of recent 
political events and reports of scarce 
mortgage money contributed to the mar- 
ket, he said. 


Ruud anticipates "that 1975 will be a 


good year In real estate," however, as 
Northwest suburban- residential real es- 
tate continues to represent an attractive 
Investment.

Tito coming of change in the North- 


west suburban landscape is inevi- 
table as the demand for places to 
live, shop and work materializes In 
new developments. 


Buyers and sellers in the local real 


cstale market see tho change reflect- 
ed In property prices, appraisal ex- 
pert Harold Carlson says. 


An appraiser's job is to determine 


tho value of property, said Carlson, 
recently elected president of Illinois 
Chapter No. 0 of the American In- 
stituto of Real Estate Appraisers. 
Carlson is vice president and general 
manager of the Mount Prospect C- 
based Randhurst Corp. 


THE AVAILABILITY of financing 


the price of similar properties and 
the announcement of nearby planned 
development are just a few of Iho 
factors that will affect the price a 
homeowner or business executive 
seeks and tho price a buyer Is willing 
to pay. Carbon said. He views the 
appraiser's task as challenge to keep 
up with change. "All you're trying to 
do is measure what tho market is 
going to do," he said. "You never 
stop trying to get an education." 


Carlson remembers, for example, 


tho rapid growth that has hiked prop- 
erty values in tho vicinity of the' 
Randhurst Shopping Center, Mount 
Prospect. He helped survey property 
at tho corner of Foundry and Elm- 
hurst roads In 1042, when "every- 
where you looked was farmland. 
Wc'vo seen tho coming of apart- 


GOOD JUDGMENT, a .knowledge of 
history in aroa property appraisal 
and tho ability to look toward future 


merits, and that's not all bad,"-he 
said. Successive waves of residential 
development and a profusion of com- 
mercial and industrial development 
contributed upward to shifts In realty 
values. 


"I sec a continuation of this trend, 


but it will move further and further 
out," Carlson said. The focus of sub- 
urban development will move out- 
ward, but tho change that follows de- 
cision-making on the "highest and 
best use" of land will maintain tho 
dynamic nature of real estate values, 
he said. 


TIIEHE AKE SEVERAL methods 


used In tho appraisal of property val- 
ue. Tho cost of replacement is one 
indicator. Tho price the market will 
pay based on income considerations 
and a comparison of several com- 
parable properties will yield clues to 
property value. Another indicator Is 
the terms available for financing the 
purchase of a particular property. 


"You take a look at the pros and 


cons," Carlson said. The burdens of 
management and the risk of own- 
ership must bo taken into account. 
"And wo look to tho future: is tho 
area growing or has decline set in?" 


dovoopmont: a tall ordor for the 
professional appraiser, says Harold 
Carlson, Randhurst Corp. executive. 


When an appraiser sets an opinion 


on the highest and best use for a giv- 
en property and its current value, 
"it's only an opinion," Carlson said. 
"An appraiser, by training and expe- 
rience, Is probably in a better posi- 
tion to render an opinion on the high- 
est and best use of property," he 
added. 


He views proposed land-use con- 


trols and the possibility of statewide 
zoning as controls that could elimi- 
nate the Incentive for effective land- 
uso planning. 


Good judgment, a knowledge of 


past history in property appraisal 
and the ability to look toward future 
development enter into the ap- 
praisers' calculations, Carlson said. 
"Tho basic premise may stay tho 
same, but tho law of supply and de- 
mand changes/.' he said.

No advocacy should be involved In 


the appraiser's opinions about prop- 
erty values and the best use of avail- 
able land, Carlson said. Yet the ap- 
praiser is in a position to comment 
on positive and negative effects of 
development. "Land is not a com- 
modity," Carlson said. "It is a re- 
source."

A declining vacancy rate among subur- 


ban Cook County single-family housing 
units and stable apartment vacancy rate 
is indicated in a U.S. Dept of Housing 
and Urban Development's postal vacan- 
cy survey report. 


Survey results as reported in the cur- 


rent issue of The Federal Home Loan 
Bank of Chicago's Seventh District Let- 
ter offer one indicator of local housing 
supply and demand, housing market 
analyst Laurence Higgins said. He cau- 
tioned that the survey is one of many 
resource materials and is subject to 
quality-control problems. Higgins said 
the results reflect the housing inventory 
at selected postal delivery zones for July 
1974. 


The vacancy rate among suburban 


Cook County single family residences 
dropped from 1.1 per cent in 1973 to .9 
per cent in 1974. Most Northwest subur- 
ban postal zone areas experienced va- 
cancy rates below .9 per cent, such as .4 
per cent in Arlington Heights and a zero 
vacancy rate in Prospect Heights. The 
Wheeling delivery area experienced a 
higher vacancy rate of 2.1 per cent. 


AMONG THE suburban Cook Coun- 


ty areas with high single-family vacancy 
rates, some appeared to have difficulty 
absorbing new units, the report said. In 
tho Wheeling area, for example, half the 
vacancies were in new units. Reported 
new construction will affect the single- 
family, housing inventory significantly In 
only three areas — Northbrook, Bartlett 
and Tinley Park. 


The 4.4 per cent vacancy rate among 


suburban Cook County apartment units is 
approximately the same as reported in 
the 1973 survey. Individual delivery 
areas in the Northwest suburbs which re- 
ported higher delivery rates included Ar- 
lington Heifihts, 8.2 per cent; Bartlett, 8.3 
per cent; Des Plaines, 7.6 per cent; Pal- 
atine, 18.4 per cent; and Wheeling, 7.7 
per cent. Several areas experienced a 
relatively high percentage of multi-fami- 
ly units that never have been occupied, 
including Palatine delivery area with 65 
per cent of vacant units. 


Reported new construction will in- 


crease the multi-family housing in- 
ventory in Arlington Heights by 3 per 
cent, in DCS Plaines by 2 per cent, in 
Northbrook by 200 per cent, in Palatine 
by 9 per cent and Wheeling by 12 per 
cent. These are areas where new con- 
struction will have its greatest impact on 
the housing stock, the report said. 


THE VACANCY RATE among mobile 


homes throughout Cook .County was re- 
ported at 1 per cent. The Des Plaines 
delivery zone is the sole Northwest sub- 
urban area with many mobile home 
units, the report said. 


The housing market throughout the 


Chicago metropolitan area traditionally 
fares better than most other major met- 
ropolitan markets in the U.S. Higgins 
said. A national survey of vacancy rates 
taken in June 1974 indicated an average 
1.1 per cent single-family vacancy rate 
and 6.3 per cent apartment-vacancy rate 
throughout the nation.

current economic difficulties, should be- 
gin to rebound In tho third and fourth 
quarters of 1079, with decided Improve- 
ment in tho new building profile during 
the Bicentennial year. 


"Gradual lowering of Interest rates 


coupled with steadily increasing savings 
inflow should start to reverse today's 
'stagflatlonary' cycle by late '73." 


So predicts Marshall C. Dcnnison, 


president and chief executive officer of 
Associated Mortgage Companies, Inc., a 
Philadelphia-based national real estate 
financing and servicing organization. 


Dcnnison notes that currant contracts 


for new commercial building — offices, 
hotels, stores, largo-scale multi-family 
housing project and warehouses — are 
down about 20 per cent from a year ear- 
lier as Industry takes a "wait and sec" 
attitude toward future construction ex- 
penditures.

Real dilemma: pay, delay or run away 


Bill paying now rates a guide to unemotional tactics and a 


scoring system for ranking creditors. With loan delinquencies 
rising, tho need for a rule-book to help families cope with 
pressing debts has produced "Strategics for the Harassed Bill 
Payer" by George Bcldcn. Bcldcn's general principle: "Pay 
according to how effectively the collector can collect." 


Most bill payers develop some kind of order for paying bills 


If their total exceeds available funds. Once or twice a month 
credit buys spread out bills, possibly sorting them into vari- 
ous piles. When bills are totaled, tho usual reaction is a men- 
tal OUCH! What then? With loo little cash some bills won't 
get paid on time. But which ones can be set aside for pay- 
ment later with a minimum of trouble and expense? 


Beldcn, a self-confessed badgered and harassed editor- 


writer who devised a strategy for coping with collectors 
through years of experience, says that one approach Is emo- 
tional. Banks Intimidate most debtors because they arc such 
awesome Institutions. "You can't put off an institution" — or 
so the thinking goes. Or, "Dr. Levy Is such a sweet dentist — 
we can't keep him waiting." 


A MOKK rational approach might follow the rule — rent 


first, doctors last. Paying rent avoids eviction — a problem 
the harassed cash-short bill payer can do without. But be- 
yond a few obvious examples, how do you determine credit- 
ors' real collection clout? 


To satisfy this need, author Bcldcn devised a creditor rat- 


Ing system. Criteria were the creditors' ability to make life 
miserable and/or collect overdue accounts through reposses- 
sion, garnishment, or a cutoff of critical services, such as 
electricity. Resembling bond ratings, creditors with the great- 
est collection clout are rated AAA. Those with the least clout 
rate only a single A. 


Creditors with AAA ratings Include utilities, tho telephone 


company, and a landlord. Also rating tho AAA classification 
are alimony and support claimants because they ore already 
one step into court. 


Managing your family's money 


by Merle E. Doivd 


Such formidable creditors as banks, credit card companies, 


and tho IRS rate only AA. Their effectiveness in collection 
may be somewhat less than consumers arc led to believe. 


AMONG THE A-rated creditors arc doctors, dentists, hospi- 


tals, and retailers who may exert little leverage of their own. 
Instead, they depend on outside agencies and lawyers to press 
overdue claims. 


A strategy of coping with each of 12 classifications of cred- 


itors rated AAA through A is detailed In Beldcn's book. Some 
of the strategies arc not applicable in individual states, as 
Belden works and writes for New Yorkers. 


The bizarre and sometimes creative schemes for coping 


with collectors read like a spy thriller or a chase novel. But 
the inevitable conclusion is that paying up could be the sim- 
plest and least expensive alternative. Late payment and pen- 
alty charges, added Interest, collection fees, loss of credit 
cards arid/or a workable credit rating can be costly while 
buying only a minimum of time. 


An overextended debtor need not cope single handed with 


many creditors. An outside agency can help a determined 
debtor extricate himself at less cost than a-succession of 
delaying tactics. But, even the courts and counseling agencies 
rank creditors according to Bcldcn's principles — court or- 
dered payments, utilities, landlord, secured creditors, and on 
down to those with less clout. 


A more inviting alternative after reading through the tor- 


turous details could be to avoid slipping into a serious debt 
squeeze In the first place. Bill-paying problems, like others, 
ore more easily prevented than cured.

The energy crisis may no longer be up- 


permost In many people's minds, but 
that doesn't mean the outlook for con- 
ventional fuel resources has improved. 
In fact, the outlook gets grimmer every 
year, and alternate energy sources — 
Including nuclear, coal, solid waste and 
solar — are being considered. 


Of these, the sun Is the most logical, 


safe, and limitless source of energy. It is 
estimated that the amount of solur ener- 
gy that fnlls on the U.S. Is 500 times 
what our expected energy consumption 
will bo In the year 2000. 


Another plus for solnr energy Is that 


It's clean — non-polluting — while con- 
ventional fuel sources affect the environ- 
ment through noise, air and water pollu- 
tion. 


If you oun or someday hope to own a 


home, you may be Interested In learning 
how a solar energy hot water and heat- 
ing/cooling system for a family home 
works. 


Based on lite same principle as a 


greenhouse, the solar heating system 
uses solar collectors — black, insulated 
receiver surfaces covered by glass — 
which allow solar radiation to enter and 
prevent rc-radlation of the trapped heat. 
Solar collectors are usually placed on 
southern-facing roofs of buildings to re- 
ceive the maximum amount of dally sun- 
light. 


Copper tubing winds between the glass 


and (ho receiver surface, and through 
this tubing passes water which is heated 
to temperatures up to 200 degrees by (he 
trapped heat. 


After water has been heated in the so- 


lar collector, It passes by gravity to an 
Insulated storage tank, and is ready for 
domestic use. And that's basically how 
the solar energy hot water system oper- 
ates. 


The heating system Is tho same as that 


used for hot water with this difference: 
the solar collectors have to bo enlarged, 
cither by Increasing the size of the solar 
collector panels or adding to them. 
Heated water or air flows from the solar 
collector to a heat storage tank. A heater 
coll draws heat from tho lank, and a fan 
carries tho heat through air ducts to 
various parts of the house. 


Solar energy air conditioning is based 


on tho absorption-refrigeration principle. 
Collected energy goes directly to the hot

Housing shortage will raise prices 


The sharp drop In now home construc- 


tion In the Chicago area Is going to 
create a shortage of housing that will 
take several years to overcome. 


"And since shortages have a tendency 


to drive up prices, the person who buys a 
house today, whether new or existing, 
stands a good chance of seeing his In- 
vestment increase In value, even if in- 
flation slows down," reports Howard Ka- 
gay, sales manager of tho Arlington 
Heights office of Baird & Warner, Inc., 
and Charles F. Moser, sales manager of 
the Mt. Prospect office. 


The prices of existing homes arc close- 


ly tied to the new homo construction 
market. If few new homes are being 
built and the prices of those homes arc 
rising, this creates an even greater de- 
mand for existing homes. 


"Comparatively few new homes were 


built in 1073 and 1974 in tho Chicago 
area, and tho picture is the same for 
1975," the manager said. "The long-term 
outlook is that we're going to continue to 
fall behind our needs to create new hous- 
ing." 


The year 1972 was considered a big one 


for Chicago area building, with 58,000 
home starts. Starts dropped to 43,000 In 
1973 and arc expected to skid 40 per cent 
to 26,000 when the figures ore in for 
1974. For 1975, somewhere between 30,000 
and 35,000 starts arc predicted. 


The outlook is more dreary on the na- 


tional scene. Experts said we needed to 
build 26 million new homes over the 10 
years ending In 1980. That meant a rate 
of 2.0 million new homes per year. The 
only year the industry hit 2.6 million was 
In 1972, and 800,000 of that was moblto 
homes. In 1974, the figure will be closer 


water system and to an absorption-re- 
frigeration machine. Cool nlr produced 
by the cooling cycle Is stored In the 
heat/cold storage tank. The heating coil 
used to draw heat from the tank during 
the winter is now used to extract cool air 
from the cold storage lank.

That means 
that houses using solar heat also would 
need to be equipped with a conventional 
auxiliary heating device, such as a fuel 
burner or electric heal pump.

Haw much research in solar energy 


has been accomplished? Scientists and 
universities have l>ccn researching solar 
energy methods of heating and cooling 
ulnce the 1930s, and the U.S. government 
is providing funds for further research 
and development. Other countries — par- 
ticularly Australia and Israel — also arc 
putting time and effort into developing 
solar energy. 


Many international companies now 


produce solar products. Current costs 
are high, but as technology in the field 
advances, we can hope to sec less ex- 
pensive solar products. 


Buyers in the new home market may 


find houses that use solar energy sys- 
tems. Despite the present high cost of 
solar products, more and more devel- 
opers are building houses using solar 
energy. With conventional fuel costs on 
the rise, they find that buyers arc willing 
to pay the Initial 10 per cent to 20 per 
cent higher cost for solar energy system's 
that eventually will save money — as 
high as 9j per cent savings, according to 
the president of an energy systems cor- 
poration — on home heating and cooling 
bills. 


Arthur D. Little, Inc., a leading propo- 


nent of solar energy, predicts that 10 per 
cent of new homes built in 1985, 50 per 
cent built In 2000 and 03 per cent built In 
2020 could be using combined solar heat- 
ing and cooling.

"Obviously we are well behind in 


reaching our housing goals. Everything 
points.to continued shortage of homes, 
including houses and apartments," the 
Balrd & Warner executive said. "On top 
of that, prices of new homes arc contin- 
uing to rise as costs go up, which will be 
reflected in prices sellers of existing 
homes will be asking." 


In 1974, for example, housing costs 


rose 10 to 15 per cent; tho average price 
of a typical single-family new house to- 
day is $36,000. Experts are predicting 
costs will go up another 5 to 10 per cent 
In 1975. 


On the existing home scene, prices 


rose 9.4 per cant in the 12 months ended 
July 31, 1974, according to a Baird & 
Warner survey. Prices of existing homes 
arc expected to go up hi 1975. 


"However, even if costs of new homes 


stabilize, the shortage will persist for 
many years, which will keep prices ris- 
ing," the manager said. "The person 
who waits to buy a home — whether it's 
new or existing, or whether it's a single- 
f a m i l y 
house, townhouse, or con- 


dominium — is very likely going to pay 
higher prices a year or two from now. 


"On the other hand, if he buys today, 


not only will ho get a lower price, but his

equity will likely increase and ho'll be 
able to sell later at a higher price. 
Should this happen, he'll wind up with 
more money than he paid for the home. 
You don't find many opportunities for 
this type of result these days." 


It was suggested that if a family can 


make the downpayment, It should buy a 
home now rather than wait. The most 
common reason given for waiting is that 
interest rates may come down from their 
historic highs of 9Ms per cent In Illinois to 
somewhere In tho 8 to BMs range. 


But If Interest rates do go down and 


home prices go up, you'll still lose, the 
sale executive pointed out. 


For example, let's say you find a 


house you like on sale for $44,400. You 
can buy it for a 10 per cent down pay- 
ment and get a 30-year mortgage at 9'£ 
per cent today. Your monthly payments 
for principal and interest on a $40,000 
mortgage will be $336.36. 


Instead you decide to wait until inter- 


est rates come down to 8'A per cent. It's 
a year later when tills happens and the 
same house has increased in price by 
10 per cent, to $48,800. With a 10 per cent 
downpayment, your 30-year mortgage 
now comes to approximately $44.000. 
Your monthly payments on principal and 
Interest amount to $338.33. 


"So even though the* interest rate has 


dropped, you wind up having to make 
more of a downpayment and you pay $2 
more per month," the Baird & Warner 
excuctivc said. 


The other excuse for waiting is that 


mortgage money is supposedly hard to 
get. That just isn't so, experts say. Mort- 
gage money has been available all 
through 1974, and it will be available In 


1975 as far as they can tell. In fact, with 
deposits flowing Into savings and loan as- 
sociations, mortgage money should be 
even easier to get now. 


"Real estate has always been regarded 


as a sound investment," it was noted.

Dow over 700 
first time 
in 5 months 
\ 


NEW YORK (UPI)-A strong after- 


noon stock market rally Wednesday sent 
the Dow Jones industrial average above 
the 700 level for the first time In five 
months. 


The Dow, off more than two points at 


the outset, climbed 11.19 to 705.96, its 
highest level since its close of 711.59 latt 
Aug. 21. Its three-day gain totaled 39.35 
points and In the last six sessions, the 
closely watched blue-chip indicator has 
risen 64.06 points. 


Volume on the New York Stock Ex- 


change on the third straight day of heavy 
trading was 27,410,000 shares, sixth heav- 
iest in the 183-year history of the ex- 
change. The heaviest trading days in ex- 
change history occurred earlier this 
week — 31,760,000 shares Tuesday and a 
record 32,130,000 Monday. 


For the first three days of this week, 


volume has totaled 91,300,000 shares, sur- 
passing last week's total volume of 
82,177,640 shares. If the pace continues 
through Friday, the turnover should 
break the alltlme weekly volume record 
of 110,616,000 traded the five-day period 
ending Feb. 12,1971. 


IN ADDITION to the Dow, other aver- 


ages also continued to gain. Standard & 
Poor's 500-stock index rose 1,23 to 77.26. 
The average price of an NYSE common 
share Increased 39 cents. Advances far 
outnumbered declines, 1,022 to 457, 
among the 1,840 Issues crossing the tape. 


Most Wall Street observers were sur- 


prised by the small amount of profit-tak- 
ing early in the day. They were further 
impressed that DuPont, which reported 
sharply lower fourth quarter earnings, 
managed to rally for a 2Vi-polnt gain. 


The rally was fueled by Indications 


some major banks would lower the 
prime lending rate they charge key cor- 
porate customers to 9ft per cent. 


IBM, 
a catalyst In this week's rally, 


climbed IV: to add to Tuesday's gain of 
16-7/8. Institutions rushed Into the market 
after IBM won n court battle over Telex 
Corp. In an antitrust suit. Other elec- 
tronics and computers were higher. 


HCA WAS THE MOST active Big 


Board issue, up 1H to 13'/4 on 550,000 
shares. RCA officials said they could find 
no reason for the activity. Sony Corp. 
was the third most active Issue, up % to 
6K on 426,900 shares. 


Polaroid was second most active, up 


2-7/8 to 18-7/8 on 445,200 shares. 


Colgate-Palmolive gained 1-3/8 after 


reporting higher earnings but Alcan 
Aluminum lost 1-7/8 when it cut its divi- 
dend. . Amstar lost 1-1/8. The company 
confirmed its records had been subpoe- 
naed by a federal grand jury in New 
York. 


Prices closed higher in active trading 


on the American Stock Exchange. The 
average price of an Amex share gained 
nine cents. Volume totaled 2,990,000 
shares, compared with 3,143,000 traded 
Tuesday. 


Hint movers' 
strike to end 
—next week? 


The first indication that a strike by 


moving van drivers In the Chicago area 
will end soon was expressed Wednesday 
by John Westerberg of Nelson West- 
crberg Moving and Storage, Elk Grove 
Village. 


"We're hopeful this thing can be put to 


bed by early next week," he said. 


Westerberg said progress in the 13-day- 


old strike has been delayed by the 
union's failure to resubmit to its mem- 
bership a contract offer from the Movers 
Assn. of Greater Chicago. He Is a mem- 
ber of the committee advising negotia- 
tors for the 70-member movers group. 


"Things are getting better. I get a feel- 


ing there's better communications be- 
tween the union and (heir employes and 
perhaps we can see some light at the end 
of the tunnel," he said. "Negotiators 
were meeting for a much longer time to- 
day (Wednesday) than they had on Mon- 
day," he added. 


"We hope the union will have a meet- 


ing of their membership to have a vote 
on the proposal on the boards already," 
Westerberg said. A vote could be held 
Saturday, he added. 


THE MOVERS' association is offering 


a three-year contract Increasing the 
$6.14 base wage by 60 cents In the first 
year, 50 cents in the second year and 60 
cents in the third year. 


The union, Teamsters Local 70S, has 


been demanding a contract with increas- 
es of 75 cents, 60 cents and 60 cents. 


"There has been no real shift in the 


proposals at this time," Westerberg said. 
"We hope we're getting closer to agree- 
ments on some of the non-money issues." 


Westerberg said Tuesday that since the 


strike began the union has been keeping 
van lines from making interstate pickups 
and deliveries. The union's ability to hold 
back interstate pickups is "a secondary 
boycott" and the movers association is 
looking into the legality of "this type of 
intimidation," ho added. 


HE ESTIMATED that 1,000 families 


have been disrupted in their moving 
plans since the strike began. 


It has been reported that Independent 


moving companies unaffected by the 
strike have been able to pick up the load 
of off-season moves planned within the 
Chicago area. 


The union spokesman was unavailable 


for comment.

Go easy with sunlamp 


I am IT and, like many of my friends, I UM a sunlamp for 


my complexion. I know that too much ultra violet light can be 
dangerous. 


I usually take It 10 minutes at a time, but I'm not lure 


when a safe lime would be to use It again. 


I'm concerned about this, and I'm sure It would be helpful 


to other users, If you would comment on this, 


I'm not on enthusiast of the use of sun lamps. Enough ultra 


violet light to maintain a ton can cause Injury to the under- 
lying skin and adds to the accumulative effects of sun light 
That lovely sun tan habit leads to an old skin before your 
time, specifically loss of skin elasticity and wrinkling. 


Some are more susceptible to the harmful effects of too 


much sun than others and arc apt to develop spots on the skin 
that are often the forerunner to skin cancer. So, if you want 
to have a hide that looks like an alligator early In life, just 
overdo the sun-worshipping bit, whether it Is the summer sun 
for fun or the sun lamp in the bedroom. 


For those who insist on using it, I would recommend that 


you follow the directions carefully, for both distance and time 
exposure. Try to limit that urge to get a deep ton and bo 
satisfied with avoiding a milk-white appearance. For safe 
distances you should limit exposure to no more than a few 
minutes a day. A low-level daily exposure is better than in- 
frequent largo, and sometimes harmful, doses. Read the di- 
rections on the lamp, then follow them, but stay on the abort 
side of the time rango recommended.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Contrary to popular belief, the 


great majority of "swinging", husbands and wives are other- 
wise normal couples who report that group sex has improved 
their marriages, a California sociologist says. 


Brian G. Gilmartin, a former teacher at California State 


University, Humboldt, reported in the latest issue of Psy- 
chology Today magazine on a survey of 100 swinging and 100 
nonswinging couples In Los Angeles and San Francisco in 
1970-71. 


"The swingers, particularly the husbands, consistently re- 


ported a higher level of marital happiness and adjustment," 
including an improvement in their sex lives at home, Gilmar- 
tin said. 


"MORE THAN HALF the swinging couples have sex to- 


gether more than four times a week, compared to only IS per 
cent of the control nonswinging couples," he said. 


"Many of the swingers reported that rather than damp- 


ening their ardor for each other, their swinging adventures 
often caused an arousal of sexual interest. They often engaged 
in sex together Immediately after returning home from a 
swinging party." 


Gilmartin snid the swinging couples generally had some- 


what less education and family income than nonswlngers, less 
personal commitment to church, the community and their 


parents, more unhappy childhoods, an earlier interest in sex 
and were more liberal politically. 


Also, perhaps because they married too young or care- 


lessly, more of the swinging husbands and wives had been 
divorced previously, but most were divorced before they took 
up swinging. 


"MORALISTS AND social commentators have described 


swingers as unhappy, undisciplined, bored, neurotic or per- 
verted," Gilmartin said. "In my research, however ... I 
found no evidence to support such assumptions." 


In fact, he said, "other than their sexual deviance, the most 


remarkable thing about the swingers is how unremarkable 
they are." 


As for group sex, he said, the swingers regard it as "a 


mutual or consensual form of adultery" and that the marital 
fidelity they insist they prize "means as open, honest and 
trusting relationship, or what some of them called 'faithful 
adultery.'" 


Gilmartin said more than half the swinging husbands con- 


sidered their marriages "very happy," compared to less 
than one-third of the nonswinging husbands who committed 
adultery — a more common sexual deviance which they try 
to hide from their wives.

In these days of soaring prices when 


everyone Is turning to the less expensive 
foods and cuts of meat moro often, the 
art of seasoning becomes all the more 
Important. A dmh of splco, a sprinkling 
of herbs con make a mcatloaf on Thurs- 
day quite a different treat from moatloaf 
on Monday and usually for only a frac- 
tion of a cent a portion.

Consumer tips 


Wrap food carefully before putting It in 


tho freezer. Improperly wrapped pack- 
ages will allow air to enter and draw 
moisture from tho meat.

Packages should 
be vapor-proof wrapped (in heavy alumi- 
num foil or heavy freezer paper) and all 
possible air should bo eliminated.

For a mcatloaf with an Italian accent, 


season 1% pounds ground beef (for 6 por- 
tions) with 1 teaspoon each of onion pow- 
der and Italian seasoning, V* teaspoon 
each of garlic powder and ground black 
pepper. Add with the eggs, salt, liquid 
and crumbs. 


To make a savory Mexican-type meat- 


loaf, season 2 pounds ground beef (for 8 
portions) with 1 tablespoon chili powder. 


Fish, especially frozen fish, is often a 


good buy: 


For fish fillets Florentine style, season 


Vi cup flour with 1 tablespoon Italian 
seasoning. Dredge 2 pounds fish fillets 
(for 0 portions) with seasoned flour and 
brown. Servo on spinach. 


Season 1% pounds fish steaks (for 8 


portions) before baking with 1 teaspoon 
powdered mustard, Vi teaspoon-marjo- 
ram leaves, salt and pepper. 


Vary creamed tuna (using a 7-ounce 


can for 4 portions) with 2 teaspoons cur- 
ry powder. 


Beans can bo nourishing and appetiz- 


ing as well, when seasoned imagina- 
tively: 


For country-style beans, cook 1 pound 


dried navy beans (for 6 portions) with 
l',i teaspoons powdered mustard and 1/8 
teaspoon ground cloves. 


To give 1 pound of dried great northern 


beans (for 8 portions) a French aroma, 
spice with 1 teaspoon instant minced gar- 
lic, 34 teaspoon thyme, Vi teaspoon each 
marjoram and block pepper and add 1 
pound sliced sausage arid 2V4 pounds 
poultry.

There's a new art being added to the 


long, list of creative endeavors. Coke dec- 
orating Is climbing In popularity toward 
tho front-runners mncramo, knitting and 
sewing. 


Mrs. Dcbby Cormier presented a cake 


decorating demonstration recently (or 
tho Elk Grove Village Homcmakcrs 
Club, emphasizing that she Is n hobbyist, 
not n professional. 


Each of tho women In the class, spon- 


sored by tho Elk Grove Park District, 
brought a layer coke and were busy with 
tho preliminary frosting before tho In- 
tricate work began. 


MRS. CORMIER stressed that cake de- 


corating Is an expensive, and usually 
messy hobby. But then, masterpiece 
cakes are for special occasions anyway. 
And If you purchase one from a bakery 
shop, the price will bo much higher than 
making your own — even If you do make 
a few mistakes. 


Although there are many decorating 


kits on tho market, Mrs. Cormier out- 
lined tho utensils necessary for the hob- 
by. Parchment paper triangles are avail- 
able prccut, and serve as the best tubes 
for decorating. 


"Wax paper doesn't work because It 


absorbs tho moisture from tho Icing and 
will break apart after a few minutes," 
sho said. 


"Buy metal tips Instead of plastic," 


M r s . Cormier urged. "The metal 
tips moke a cleaner cut at tho end of tho 
figures, whether they be borders, roses, 
stars, etc." 


Other supplies are a paint brush, a twl- 


zcrs for getting at those small corners 
and a nail file for smoothing tho edges of 
sugar molds. Last, but the most oltcn 
used — toothpicks. 


"Keep your eyes on your children's toy 


box too," sho said, "as there ore may 
novel forms there for sugar molds." 


PASTE FOOD coloring Is best for dec- 


orating because tho average liquid vari- 
eties change the texture of tho Icing. 
There are three essential steps to good 
decorating. 


1. Icing must bo proper consistency. 
2. You must control tho pressure on 


tube. 


3. You must hold tho decorating cono 


at correct position and angle. 


Thcio techniques all come with prac- 


tice. To steady your hand, Mrs. Cormier 
said It's Ideal to practice tho figures on a 
piece of wax paper, using the same Icing 
over and over. Soon, your rosettes, re- 
verso shells and curllques will omazo 
your guests. As Mr.s Cormier said, 
"Thank goodness tho Lord never made 
two roses tho same." 


While working with tho frosting, keep 


It covered with a damp cloth so that a 
crust doesn't form on the top. Tho follow- 
ing Is Mrs. Cormier's basic recipe for 
frosting. It will Ice an 8-Inch cake and be 
ample for simple decorating. Most regu- 
lar frosting recipes fall in decorating be- 
cause they ore too runny. 


BASIC FROSTING RECIPE 


2 pounds confectioners 


sugar 


1 cup Crisco 
Vt cup milk or water 
1 teaspoon flavoring 


(cither almond, lemon or 
clear vanilla) 


H teaspoon butter 


flavoring 
Mix all Ingredients until smooth. Milk 


. will moke a better tasting frosting, water 


will make longer lasting icing. 


Tho harder type decorations, like 


those that come In packages at a store, 
can bo made ahead of time and placed 
on cakes as you need them. They are 
made from Royal Icing.

This is an unusual com- 
bination of ingredients that is refreshing 
to taste and a nice flavor contrast for the 
chicken. 


Complementing this appealing meal is 


Carolyn's mouth-watering Coffee Mallow 
Pie. Made from a tried and true recipe, 
this dessert consists of a baked meringue 
shell filled with a marshmallow-whipped 


cream mixture delicately flavored with 
coffee. Rich yet light, It is served with 
whipped cream and chocolate curls. 


"Even people who don't drink coffee 


enjoy this dessert," Carolyn said, in- 
cluding their 16-year-old son, Brad. The 
pie is also a hit with their daughter, 
Daun, a junior at North Park College, 
and married daughter and son-in-law, 
Roslyn and Jon Engcbrctson, Highland 
Park. 


In addition to her culinary interests,

8 pieces chicken 
Yt cup flour

cheese, cut in chunks 


1 large jar mushrooms, sliced

Keep additional sauce 
warm and serve with the chicken and 
wild rice. Serves 6. 


MANDARIN ORANGE AND 


ALMOND SALAD 


Vt head lettuce, shredded 
1 small can mandarin oranges, 


drained 


14 cup carmelizcd slivered almonds 


Dressing: 


1 tablespoon fresh parsley 
2 green onions, cut up 
% teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons vinegar 


Dash of pepper 


2 tablespoons sugar 
V-t cup salad oil 


Combine dressing ingredients in blend- 


er and mix one minute or until in- 
gredients are emulsified. 


Carmollzc almonds by melting 2 table- 


spoons sugar in a heavy skillet over low 
heat, stirring constantly. When sugar has 
melted, add almonds. Working quickly, 
turn them to coat well. Remove from 
pan immediately and let cool on waxed 
paper. 


Combine lettuce, mandarin oranges 


and carmelizcd almonds. Pour dressing 
over all and toss well.

Beat egg whites until stiff and gradu- 


ally add sugar. Beat until very stiff and 
glossy.

Did Crane's failure to vote create a dilemma for Ford? 


by DOB LAIIEY 


With U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 


IMith, absent, the House Ways and 
Means Committee passed by one vote a 
measure creating a dilemma for Presi- 
dent Gerald M. Ford. 


The committee voted 15-to-H to com- 


bine Into one bill a 00-day delay In tlio 
President's order for a tariff on Imported 
oil and a measure Increasing the celling 
on tlio national debt to $531 billion. 


While the committee met Friday, 


Crane was on a tour of South Africa. Ho 


was appointed to the committee at the 
beginning of this Congressional Session. 


Ford has asked for the raise in the na- 


tional-debt celling but may have to veto 
the entire package to avoid the delay in 
his Imposition of the $3-pcr-barrcl import 
tariff on oil. 


SEPARATION of the two measures 


would have allowed Ford to veto the de- 
lay In the oil tariff while approving the 
raise in the national debt. 


Votes against combining the two mea- 


sures were cast by 12 Republicans and 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman Al 


Ullman of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-15 tie would 
have prevented combining the two bills 
into one. 


Crane left for, South Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, Is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackerman, 
a South African millionaire with Interests 
in citrus farming and tourism. 


Also on the tour are Republican Con- 


gressmen Clair Burgcrner, Bob Wilson 
and William Ketchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whltehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
in the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard in 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity in Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


in the Chicago Daily News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that Ull- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


had no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-ceiling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed linking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

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Burglaries double in number 
1974 serious crime 
in village up 53% 


Serious crimes In Wheeling increased 


53 per cent during 1074, according to po- 
lice statistics released this week. 


There were Increases In every major 


crime category, including a doubling of 
the number of burglaries. The Increase 
in all crimes during the year was 27 per 
cent, with 1,010 crimes reported in 1974 
compared with 664 the previous year. 


Lt. Thomas Conte cited the economy as 


tho largest factor creating the crime In- 
crease. Ho said people arc "frustrated" 
because their Jobs are in danger or they 


have been laid off and also because their 
dollar buys less. 


"People tend to lash out, and unfortu- 


nately it is against each other," he.sald. 


CONTE ALSO SAID the continued 


growth of Wheeling and the surrounding 
area, violence on television and court le- 
niency are contributing factors to crime 
growth. 


"The town is growing," he said. "Natu- 


rally with expansion and heavier traffic 
you are bound to experience an Increase 
in crime. Also, another contributing fac- 


In apartments, companies 
Ordinance would require 
specific levels of heat 


Wheeling landlords and employers will 


bo required to maintain certain heat lev- 
els in their buildings under an ordinance 
being drafted by village officials. 


Jane D. Tcrbcll, village sanitarian, 


said development of tho ordinance was 
prompted by complaints from apartment 
residents and local Industrial employes. 
"We always get some complaints in tho 
winter," she said. "I think there should 
be something more specific because we 
don't have a housing code that spells it 
out." 


Village Mgr. George M. Passolt said 


the ordinance probably will bo presented 
to tho village board In two weeks. "We 
had n couple of complaints," he said. "I 
thought It was something to look Into." 


Passolt declined to disclose the names 


of businesses and apartment complexes 
from which tho complaints originated. 


Mrs. Torboll suggested that the DCS 


Plalncs housing code could be used as a 
model for drafting heating requirements 
in Wheeling. 


THE DES PLAINES ordinance states 


that a minimum of 70 degrees must be 
supplied by 6:30 a.m. and 72 degrees by 
8:30 a.m., Mrs. Tcrbcll said. Thereafter 
heating must be supplied to at least 72 
degrees all day until 10:30 p.m., when 
the minimum drops to 60 degrees, she 
added. 


"This Is pretty standard," Mrs. Tcrbcll 


added. "Other areas have this, but be- 
cause of the energy crisis, people have 
been lowering their thermostats." 


Mrs. Tcrbcll added that separate re- 


quirements may be made for businesses. 


If approved by the board, the ruling 


could go into effect within a month, Pas- 
solt said. 


Several apartment complex managers 


contacted by Tho Herald said heating 
complaints usually are corrected easily. 
"Complaints are readily fixed," said Sue 
Hcgbcrg of Willow River Garden Apart- 
ments, 042 E. Old Willow Rd. "We have 
someone go right out to adjust the set- 
ting. The problems are only temporary."

The towns 
arc of about equal size and Buffalo 
Grove had a 37.6 per cent increase in 
serious crimes during 1974. Buffalo 
Grove had an increase of 194 serious 
crimes (for a 710 total) while Wheeling 
had 335 more serious crimes. 


Tho Wheeling crime statistics show 206 


burglaries compared with 103 in 1973, 12 
robberies compared with 3, four rapes or 
rape attempts compared with two, 726 
thefts compared with 512, 30 aggravated 
assaults compared with 23 and 41 auto 
thefts compared with 21. 


THERE WERE smaller increases in 


the lesser crime categories, with weapon 
offenses decreasing by two for a total of 
six and cases of drunkenness remaining 
at 23. However, disorderly conduct cases 
were up from 570 to 622, other assaults 
up from 65 to 78 and sex offenses up from 
22 to 25. 


Another report prepared by the police 


department showed there were more 
than 400 acts of vandalism reported dur- 
ing 1974, with more than 63 per cent of 
the cases aimed at private homes and 
businesses. 


The.number of traffic accidents last 


year was up 10 per cent, but the 932 in- 
vestigated accidents were more costly in 
terms of injuries and deaths. There were 
six road deaths and 281 injuries com- 
pared with three deaths'and 241 Injuries 
in 1973. The cases of property damage 
also were up by 8 per cent for a total of 
728. 


The police also were kept busy han- 


dling 8 per cent more service calls. The 
number of service calls for tho year were 
12,266 — an Increase of 1,031.

$24 million improvements 
sought for 8 high schools

A citizens' committee studying building 


needs in High School Dist. 214 agrcd 
Wednesday night to recommend up to $24 
million in building additions and 1m- 
p r o v c m e n t s at the district's eight 
schools. 


Eyeing the end of the school year as a 


target date for a referendum to finance 
the project, committee members will 
present plans for the improvements to 
the board of education Feb. 10. They also 
will ask for professional help to prepare 
cost estimates for the project. 


Committee Chairman James Stoll said 


he expects the $24-mlIllon figures to drop 
as some items are removed from the 
plan and specific cost figures arc obtain- 
ed. Stoll said cost estimates prepared by 
the committee were "probably high." 


The committee learned Wednesday 


that the district could finance up to a $30- 
million bond issue for the improvements 
without raising the district's tax rate of 
$2.45 per $100 assessed valuation. 


DUE TO A CHANGE in the state aid 


formula, the district's tax rate will be 
decreasing gradually. 


Robert Weber, assistant superintendent 


for business services, told the committee 
the district could_ borrow up to $30 mil- 
lion and the tax rate would still go down, 
but at a slower rate. 


For example, if the maximum bond is- 


sue was approved, the district's tax rate 
would drop to $1.85 by 1981-82. It would 
be $1.41 that year if the bond issue was 
not approved. 


The committee will study other ways 


to finance part of the project, including 
selling the district's ninth school site 
which may not be needed.

U. S. grant OKd for police 
communications network 


A $792,796 federal grant has been ap- 


proved for a new police communications 
network for Wheeling and 12 other north 
suburbs. 


The grant means that the Wheeling Po- 


lice Dcpt. will begin to use a radio fre- 
quency shared by only two other depart- 
ments by late summer or early fall. 
Wheeling will share the less-crowded ra- 
dio frequency with Northbrook and 
Northfield. 


The state will contribute $44,044 for the 


communications network and the 13 sub- 
urbs will combine to contribute an equal 
amount. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said 


Wheeling's share of the cost should not 
exceed $10,000 and police officials said 
Wednesday Wheeling's share could be 
considerably less. 


THE COMMUNICATIONS network Is 


similar to the Northwest Central Dis- 
patch system that services Arlington 


Heights, Mount Prospect, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage and Buffalo Grove. The aim of such 
networks is to eliminate crowded radio 
frequencies and overlapping of police in- 
formation. 


The system used by Wheeling will be 


different from the other, however, in that 
each of the 13 communities will continue 
to dispatch police calls individually from, 
the local police station. Under the North- 
west Central Dispatch, police cars from 
all four towns are directed by radio from 
an Arlington Heights office. 


Bids for equipment for the Wheeling 


system — the North Regional Tele- 
communications System (NORCOM) — 
will be sought soon, police officials said. 
Other communities served by NORCOM 
include Glencoe, Glenview, Golf, Kenll- 
w o r t h , Lincolnwood, Morton Grove, 
Niles, Skokie, Wilmette and Winnetka.

Colo, a member of the Wheeling Im- 


provement Party slate, offered to resign 
last week because of possible conflict of 
Interest. In his resignation letter, ho 
wrote, "It has always been my stated 
policy that this commission must func- 
tion as a nonpollllcal body." 


However, Colo reconsidered and de- 


cided this week to keep his commission 
post after Trustee Albert Long said he 
saw no reason why Cole should resign 
because of his board candidacy. 


Another commission member, Dorryl 


Boyd, resigned this week because ho has 
moved to Mount Prospect 


Pork Pros. Kenneth Rudnlck said the 


village board's rejection of the Kcnroy 
Inc. development also canceled an agree- 
ment that would have allowed the park 
district to purchase half the property. To 
finance tho purchase, the district would 
have had to pass a $1.2 million general 
obligation bond referendum and market 
an additional $1 million in revenue 
bonds. 


"THE AGREEMENT with Kcnroy was 


subject to their ability to obtain zoning," 
Rudnlck said. "As far as I con sec, there 
Is at the present moment no agreement 
between Kcnroy and tho River Trails 
Pork District." 


Both Rudnlck and Park Director Mar- 


vin Weiss said the board will have to de- 
cide what position to take at its regular 
February meeting. In tho meantime, 
Weiss sold he will bo in contact with 
Kcnroy and tho owners of the golf 
course. 


Tho park district spent two years ham- 


mering out on agreement with Kcnroy 
that both reduced the price of the land 
and extended the purchase period. Rud- 
nlck, however, said ho was neither dis- 
appointed nor surprised by tho village's 
rejection of the project. 


"The fact that we spent two years 


working on It Is difficult, but we arc In 
the recreation and open space business," 
Rudnick said. "We're just going to have 
to look at the opportunities that arc pre- 
sented. We've had situations like this be- 
fore where tho ground rules changed 
quite a bit." 


KENROY OFFICIALS had earlier in- 


dicated that they will seek county zoning 
for 4,500 units If turned down by the vil- 
lage. Roy Gottlieb, chairman of the 
board, said Tuesday no decision on ap- 
plying for county zoning will be made 
until next week. 


Rudnick said ho did not know if a sim- 


ilar agreement could be worked out with 
Kenroy under county zoning, or whether 
tho park district might be able to acquire 
the property by other means.

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Did Crane's failure to vote create a dilemma for Ford?

With U.S. ncp. Philip M. Crane, 


R-l2th, absent, the House Ways and 
Means Committee passed by one vote a 
measure creating a dilemma for Presi- 
dent Gerald M. Ford. 


The committee voted I5-UM4 to com- 


bine Into one bill a 00-day delay In the 
President's order for a tariff on Imported 
oil and a measure increasing the celling 
on the national debt to $331 billion. 


While the committee met Friday, 


Crane was on a tour of South Africa. He 


was appointed to the committee at the 
beginning of this Congressional Session. 


Ford lias asked for the raise in the na- 


tional-debt celling but may have to veto 
the entire package to avoid the delay In 
his Imposition of the $3-per-barrel import 
tariff on oil. 


SEPARATION of the two measures 


would have allowed Ford to veto the de- 
lay In the oil tariff while approving the 
raise In the national debt. 


Votes against combining the two mea- 


sures were cast by 12 Republicans and' 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman Al 


Ullman of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-15 tie would 
have prevented combining the two bills 
•Into one. 


Crane left for Jbuth Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackerman, 
a South African millionaire with interests 
in citrus farming and tourism. 


Also on the tour arc Republican Con- 


gressmen Clalr Burgcrner, Bob Wilson 
arid William Ketchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whitehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
in the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard in 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity In Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


in the Chicago Daily News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that Ull- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


had no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-ceiling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed linking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

Quick thinking saves city 
$50,000 on cost of water 


Some quick thinking by Des Plaines officials apparently 


has saved the city about $30,000 in water costs. 


The move involved the renegotiation of the city's water 


contract with Chicago. Des Plaines officials recommended a 
reduction in the amount of water bought daily from 7 million 
gallons to 5& million gallons. 


The city began using and paying for the lower amount last 


September when its old contract expired, even though a new 
agreement had not been completed. 


Chicago officials reportedly balked at first at the city's 


action, but Chicago Water Comr. Rilhard Pavia agree to go 
along with the arrangement after a meeting with local offi- 
cials. 


MAYOR HERBERT BEHREL said the city was questioned 


when-it began using the lesser amount of water, but he ex- 
plained that when the original contract expired in September, 
the city began operating under the terms of what it believed 
the now contract would state. 


The city reduced the amount it purchases from Chicago 


because it determined that it could operate the water system 
more efficiently by relying on_Hs own wells for a greater 
share of the city's water needs...' 
' 


BESIDES $50,000 SAVINGS, another related move also will 


save the city money over the operation of the water system. 


The city council decided to gamble on the state of the na- 


tion's economy lost August and delay the sale of $2.5 million 
in water-revenue bonds to finance a scries of water-system 
improvements. 


Edward Benjamin, the city's bond consultant, said Wednes- 


day he will recommend the city seek bids on the bond issue in 
February, noting that the mlunlcipal bond market has im- 
proved. 


He indicated the city might expect to pay an interest rate of 


below seven-and-one-half per cent on the bonds, which will be 
funded through water charges paid by residents and business- 
es. No increase in water rates is expected. 


THE CITY COUNCIL balked at selling the bonds in August 


because of the worsening economy, preferring to wait until 
now to secure a lower interest rate. 


Benjamin had explained that a change in the interest rate 


as small as one-third of one per cent could mean a savings of 
about $250,000 over the 20-year-life of the bonds. 


The funds will be used to build a four-million gallon water 


reservoir and a series of new water mains throughout the 
city. 


The reservoir, on Central Road west of River Road, nearly 


is completed and work has begun on the new water trans- 
mission lines.

Sewage plant 
study little 
help here

Findings of a health study in the vicin- 


ity of a Schawnburg sewage-treatment 
plant may be of no help in measuring the 
effects on residents of a sen-age plant 
planned for Des Plaines, Aid. Richard 
Ward, 8th, of Dos. Plaines said Wednes- 
day. 


Ward said residents being tested all 


live at least three-fourths of a mile from 
the John E. Egan Water Reclamation 
Plant in Schaumburg. 


But many people in Des Plaines will 


live "right across, the street" from the 
O'Hare Water Reclamation Plant, Oak- 
ton Street and Elmhurst Road, Ward 
said. 


Ward, a long-time opponent of the Des 


Plaines plant, said several scientists, in- 
cluding Hutton Slade, professor of micro- 
biology at Northwestern University, have 
told Des Plaines officials the effects of 
sewage-treatment plants should be stud- 
ied among residents living one-half mile 
or less away from the facilities. 


THE HEALTH TESTS in the Schaum- 


burg area arc being conducted for the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
which hopes by mid-1976 to release the 
findings on whether persons living near 
filtration plants may suffer from more 
frequent colds, flu or more serious health 
problems. 


Ward said he is concerned the EPA 


will "rub their hands together and think 
they'll be able to apply (the study re- 
sults) to Des Plaines," even though "the 
relative isolation of that plant" could 
make the findings questionable. 


Local EPA officials said Wednesday 


they could not comment on the testing 
procedure or the possible extent of the 
findings because the project is being 
coordinated by the department's re- 
search branch in North Carolina. 


Some 220 persons, all living within a 


two-mile radius of the Schaumburg plant 
near Meacham Road, 111. Rte. 53 and 
Schaumburg Road, arc taking part in 
the tests, but Ward said an EPA work 
plan on the project admits that fewer 
than 100 homes are now within one mile 
of the plant. 


HE SAID A REPORT from Slade pre- 


sented to city officials in November said 
"this study apparently will not provide 
statistically adequate data on the health 
risks to those people residing within one 
mile of a sewage-treatment plant." 


He added he has sent a copy of the 


report to the EPA researchers in North 
Carolina but has not received a reply. 


Ward's comments are the latest in an

Did Crane's failure to vote create a dilemma for Ford?

Wilh U.S. Hop. Philip M. Crane, 


R-l2th, absent, tlio House Ways and 
.Means Committee passed by one vote a 
measure creating n dilemma for Presi- 
dent Gerald M. Ford. 


Tho committee voted 15-to-14 to com- 


bine Into one bill a 00-day delay In the 
President's order for a tariff on Imported 
oil and a measure Increasing the celling 
on the national debt to $331 billion. 


Whllo the committee met Friday, 


Crane was on a tour of South Africa. He 


was appointed to the committee at the 
beginning of this Congressional Session. 


Ford has asked for the raise in the na- 


tional-debt ceiling but may have to veto 
the entire package to avoid the delay In 
his imposition of the $3-pcr-barre! import 
tariff on oil. 


SEPARATION of the two measures 


would hove allowed Ford to veto the de- 
lay in the oil tariff while approving the 
raise In the national debt. 


Votes against combining the two mea- 


sures were cast by 12 Republicans and 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman AJ 


Ullman of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-15 tie would 
have prevented combining the two bills 
into one. 


Crane left for South Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackcrman, 
a South African millionaire with Interests 
in citrus farming and tourism. 


Also on the tour are Republican Con- 


gressmen Clair Burgcrncr, Bob Wilson 
and William Ketchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whitehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
in the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard in 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity in Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


in the Chicago Daily News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that Ull- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


had no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-ceiling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed Unking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

needs In High School Dlst. 2U agred 
Wednesday night to recommend up to $24 
million In building additions and Im- 
prove m c n t s at the district's eight 
schools. 


Eyeing the end of the school year as a 


target date for a referendum to finance 
the project, committee members will 
present plans for the Improvements to 
the board of education Feb. 10. They also 
will ask for professional help to prepare 
coil estimates for the project. 


Committee Chairman James Stoll said 


he expects the J2l-mllllon figures to drop 


as some items are removed from the 
plan and specific cost figures are obtain- 
ed. Stoll said cost estimates prepared by 
the committee were "probably high." 


The committee learned Wednesday 


that the district could finance up to a ISO- 
million bond Issue for the improvements 
without raising the district's tax rate of 
$2.45 per $100 assessed valuation. 


DUB TO A CHANGE in the state aid 


formula, the district's tax rate will be 
decreasing gradually. 


Robert .Weber, assistant superintendent 


for business services, told the'committee 
the district could borrow up to $30 mil- 
lion and the tax rate would still go down, 
but at a slower rate. 


A multi-purpose facility 
Firm doing study of arena 
gets an additional $30,000 


A comulting firm hired to study the 


feasibility of building a multi-purpose 
arena In Elk Grove Village has been au- 
thorized to spend an additional $30.000 to 
complete Its work. 


Village officials wore told late Tuesday 


that initial reports from the firm of Peat, 
Marwick, Mitchell and Co. Indicate a 
"good, strong market for an arena." The 
firm wai hired lost November at an in- 
itial cost of $2l,'IOO lu analyze the market 
and economic potential for an arena on a 
village-owned 36-acrc site at Bussc and 
Landmolcr roads. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said the 


firm's first reports "indicate there is a 
good strong market for a multi-purpose 
arena in the Northwest suburbs. Now we 
need to know if the arena is a pipe 
dream or If the facility can be self-sup- 
porting." 


"Tilt: FIRM HAS been authorized to 


spend up to an additional $30,000 and the 
study expanded to look at the fiscal side 
of the picture." Willis snid. 


He said the firm now has been given 


the task of gathering data and providing 
intensive verification that will prove one 


way or the other if the facility could be 
self supporting. 


"Perhaps the $30,000 figure at first 


seems high for a study but the firm is 
being asked literally to put its reputation 
on the line and will be required to call in 
many experts and conduct a massive 
study," Willis added. 


THE INITIAL study according to Will- 


Is Included talking to sports, entertain- 
ment and fine arts promoters to see if 
they would be interested in using the 
arena and also what type of facility 
would serve their various needs. 


Willis said the firm at present is bas- 


ing its study of the costs of construction 
and operation on a facility that would 
scat about 15,000. 


"A key to the cost of the multi-purpose 


arena will be its design," Willis said. The 
design has not been determined. 


"We envision the facility as being used 


as a sports, fine arts and entertainment 
complex and obviously the complex 
would have to be so designed as to meet 
the varied needs of its users," Willis 
said. 


The village expects the complete study 


In about six weeks. 


For example, if the maximum bond is- 


sue was approved, the district's tax rate 
would drop to $1.85 by 1981-82.

The committee will study other ways

Sewage plant study of little help?

Findings of a health study in the vicin- 


ity of a Schaumburg sewage-treatment 
plant may be of no help in measuring the 
effects on residents of a sewage plant 
planned for Des Plaines, Aid. Richard 
Ward, 8th, of Des Plaines said Wednes- 
day. 


Ward said residents being tested all 


live at least three-fourths of a mile from 
the John E. Egan Water Reclamation 
' Plant in Schaumburg. 
'• But many people in Des Plaines will 
live "right across the street" from the 
O'Harc Water Reclamation Plant, Oak- 
ton Street and Elmhurst Road, Ward 
said. 


Ward, a long-time opponent of the DCS 


Plaines plant, said several scientists, in- 
cluding Hutton Slade, professor of micro- 
biology at Northwestern University, have 
told Des Plaines officials the effects of 
sewage-treatment plants should be stud- 
ied among residents living one-half mile 
or less away from the facilities. 


THE HEALTH TESTS in the Schaum- 


burg area are being conducted for the 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency, 
which hopes by mid-1976 to release the 
findings on whether persons living near 
filtration plants may suffer from more 
frequent colds, flu or more serious health 
problems. 


Ward said ho is concerned the EPA 


will "rub their hands together and think 
they'll be able to apply (the study re- 
sults) to DCS Plaines," oven though "the 


relative Isolation of that plant" could 
make the findings questionable. 


Local EPA officials said Wednesday 


they could not comment on the testing 
procedure or the possible* extent of the 
findings because the project Is being 
coordinated by the department's re- 
search branch in North Carolina. 


Some 220 persons, all living within a 


two-mile radius of the Schaumburg plant 
near Meacham £oad, 111. Rte. 53 and 
Schaumburg Road, are taking part in 
the tests, but Ward said an EPA work 
plan on the project admits that fewer 
than 100 homes are now within one mile 
of the plant. 


HE SAID A REPORT from Slade pre- 


sented to city officials in November said 
"this study apparently will not provide 
statistically adequate data on the health 
risks to those people residing within one 
mile of a sewage-treatment plant." 


He added he has sent a copy of the 


report to the EPA researchers in North 
Carolina but has not received a reply. 


Ward's comments are the latest in an 


eight-year battle the city has had with 
the Metropolitan Sanitary District, which 
is developing both plants. City officials 
say the plant could pose health hazards 
to nearby residents. 


The city has filed three separate law- 


suits during the past eight years in an 


attempt to block the plant's construction. 
The latest came last week when the city 
filed in U.S. District Court seeking an 
order requiring the MSD to follow the 
city's health ordinance as a condition for 
receiving federal funds for the project.

Did Crane's failure to vote create a dilemma for Ford?

With U.S. Itcp. Philip M. Crane, 


IM2th, absent, the Homo Ways and 
Means Committee passed by one vote a 
measure creating a dilemma for Presi- 
dent Gerald M. Ford. 


The committee voted 15-to-14 to com- 


bine Into ono bill a 90-day delay in the 
President's order for a tariff on Imported 
oil and a measure Increasing the celling 
on the national debt to $531 billion. 


While the committee met Friday, 


Crane was on a tour of South Africa. Ho 


was appointed to the committee at the 
beginning of this Congressional Session. 


Ford has asked for the raise in the na- 


tional-debt celling but may have to veto 
the entire package to avoid the delay in 
his imposition of the W-pcr-bnrrel import 
tariff on oil. 


SEPARATION of the two measures 


would have allowed Ford to veto the de- 
lay In the all tariff while approving the 
ralso in the national debt. 


Votes against combining the two mea- 


sures were cast by 12 Republicans and 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman Al 


Ullmnn of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-15 tie would 
have prevented combining the two bills 
into one. 


Crane left for South Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackerman, 
a South African millionaire with interests 
in citrus farming and tourism. 


Also on the tour are Republican Con- 


gressmen Clair Burgerner, Bob Wilson 
and William Ketchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whitehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
in the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard In 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity in Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


In the Chicago Doily News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that Ull- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


had no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-celling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed linking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

The 
average sales tax Income is $120,000 per 
month, but it had dropped to $85,000. 


"We're In a good financial picture, and 


have been," the mayor said. 


Scanlan, a member of Meyer's Citi- 


zen's Action Party of 1975 slate in the 
April election, endorsed the mayor's de- 
scription of the city's finances. He pointed 
to another report'by Cole, also a member 
of the slate, showing a Dec. 31,1974, total 
of $242,334 in cash in city coffers, and 
another $1.354 million invested city 
funds. Total funds available cither as 
cash or invested money figured at $1.596 
million. 


THOSE FIGURES covered all city ac- 


counts, Including some funds the city 
does not actually have at its disposal to 
meet any and all types of expenses. For 
example, the cash and investment total 
for the police pension fund Is $414,503, 
and for the firemen's pension fund it is 
$229,913. Customers of city utility ser- 
vices have deposits in city coffers total- 
ling $65,131, some held in cash but most 
In investments. These are not spendable 
assets in a general sense. Money in the 
pension funds must be used only for pen- 
sions, and deposits are returnable to the 
customers who made them. 


The general fund, the source of oper- 


ating capital for most day-to-day oper- 
ations, holds about $250,000, in four sepa- 
rate accounts. The payroll account shows 
$24,452, while the disbursement account 
shows only $538. The regular account to- 
tals $3,892, and the highest general fund 
balance is in the federal revenue sharing 
account, which holds $221,055. 


City's fire 
codes to 
be revised 


Fire codes in Rolling Meadows appear 


due for major overhaul to eliminate 
conflicts between two sets of standards 
for high-rise buildings. 


The city adopted a high-rise ordinance 


designed by Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty 
several years ago, with stringent provi- 
sions requiring fire-resistant walls, exits, 
sprinkler systems and other devices for 
the protection of occupants. It later 
adopted the standards of the Building Of- 
ficers Conference of America (BOCA), 
which include differing, and in some 
cases less stringent, requirements. 


Because of the differences, the city has 


granted variances from the high-rise or- 
dinance in specific coses recommended 
by Fogarty. One such instance occurred 
this week, when a requirement of crash- 
bar openers on doors leading to inner 
stairwells was waived for Gould Inc., in 
the high-rise office building planned for 
the firm's international headquarters. 


FOGARTY 
SUGGESTED 
the 
city 


council approve the variance, saying the 
crash bars were included In the high-rise 
ordinance for the benefit of multiple-fam- 
ily dwelling units. In an office building, 
the concentration of persons is lower, 
and the Gould building is to be fully 
equipped with a sprinkler system. Mayor 
Roland J. Meyer noted the devices would 
not be needed on Gould's doors, since 
they will have no locking or latching 
mechanisms, but will simply swing open 
when pushed. 


Council members directed Fogarty to 


prepare revisions to the high-rise ordi- 
nance, retaining requirements that ex- 
ceed the BOCA code where necessary, 
but removing those that he docs not feel 
are particularly beneficial. 


Among items that could be eliminated 


are crash bars for interior doors and 
fire-resistant walls in sprinklered high- 
rise office 
buildings, aldermen sug- 


gested. 
Trucks bought 
despite bids 


Purchase of two trucks from com- 


panies that were not the low bidders was 
approved by the Rolling Meadows City 
Council this week. 


Truck Branch Inc., of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, received a $7,423.69 contract to sup- 
ply the city with a walk-in van for use by 
sewer maintenance crews to transport 
televising and other inspection equip- 
ment. The crews have been using a 
dump truck to carry their equipment, 
and because it is not enclosed the equip- 
ment must be removed every night and 
reloaded each morning. 


Pollard Motor Co. submitted a lower 


bid, at $7,051.68, but could not deliver it 
in less than 75 days. Truck Branch 
agreed to provide immediate delivery, 
but delay billing until after the start of 
the fiscal year, May 1. 


A pickup truck is being purchased 


from Northside International, Inc., for 
$5,417, although a bid was received from 
Grand Spaulding Dodge for $4,858. 


The Grand Spaulding bid was for a 


Dodge truck, and city specifications list- 
ed an International Harvester vehicle to 
continue the city's program of devel- 
oping a unified fleet of vehicles. Other 
exceptions to specifications were listed. 


Aid. Merrill A. Wuerch, 1st, suggested 


the city may be hurting itself by pre- 
paring specifications for International 
Harvester vehicles, when other vehicles 
might be available at a lower price. He 
also asked what is to be done with the 
truck which the pickup is replacing. The 
city plans to keep It as a spare, and 
Wuerch said the city should reexamine 
the number of vehicles it has on hand. 
Keeping old trucks may be more ex- 
pensive than buying new ones when in- 
surance and repair costs are considered, 
he said. 


City delays 
request on 
land-use plan 


The Rolling Meadows City Council has 


put off appropriating $-1,000 for a land- 
use plan until It Is determined whether 
the consultant firm proposing the work is 
acceptable to stale and federal author- 
ities. 


The land-use plan was offered to the 


city by Wilton Battles, principal officer 
of Planning Horizons. Inc.. DCS Plalnes. 
Battles cited it as a potential tool for the 
city to control possible granting of state 
and federal funds for undesirable build- 
ing projects within city limits. 


The funds are available under the 1074 


U. S. Housing and Community Devel- 
opment Act. which provides grants for 
municipalities and developers for n vari- 
ety of uses, including construction of 
housing la meet special citizen needs. To 
obtain funds, municipalities must file 
comprehensive master plans ami com- 
munity housing studies prepared to meet 
federal standards. 


Rolling Meadows does not, for the pre- 


sent at least, anticipate seeking the 
funds. The city Is not likely to meet the 
March 1 deadline for submitting the re- 
quired plans, officials said. 


BUT FILING TIIK land-use plan, 


which Is a major segment of a com- 
prehensive master plan for municipal de- 
velopment, Is viewed as a protective 
measure for the city. If developers seek 
funding for projects not In compliance 
with plans the city has on file with the 
government, the funding Is less likely to 
bo granted. 


"If we don't have n land-use plan 


adopted, the stale could come In and put 
In low-cost housing on any of our vacant 
properties," Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
sold. He questioned whether the city 
mast have Its plan prepared by a feder- 
ally recognized planner. 


City Atty. Donald M. Rose said many 


federal programs specify certified con- 
sultant firms, and such a list may be 
required In this program. 


Meyer noted John Gann. n North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission 
area officer, explained part of the feder- 
al act at a recent meeting of the North- 
west Municipal Conference. He suggested 
the council Invite Conn to ltd Feb. 11 
meeting to answer questions. Gann ac- 
cepted the Invitation Wednesday.

With U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane. 


!M2th. absent, the House Ways and 
Means Committee pa vied by one vote a 
measure creating a dilemma (or Presi- 
dent Gerald M. Ford. 


The committee voted lS-to-14 to com- 


bine Into one bill a 90-day delay In the 
President's order for a tariff on Imported 
oil and a measure Increasing the celling 
on the national debt to $331 billion. 


While the committee met Friday, 


Crane was on a tour of South Africa. Ho 


was appointed to the' committee at the 
beginning of this Congressional Session. 


Ford has asked for the raise In the na- 


tional-debt celling but may have to veto 
the entire package to avoid the delay In 
his Imposition of the $3-pcr-barrcl import 
tariff on oil. 


SEPARATION of the two measures 


would have allowed Ford to veto the de- 
lay In the oil tariff while approving the 
raise In the national debt. 


Votes against combining the two mea- 


sures were cast by 12 Republicans and 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman Al 


Ullman of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-13 tie would 
have prevented combining the two bills 
into one. 


Crone left for South Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, Is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackerman, 
a South African millionaire with Interests 
In citrus farming and tourism. 


Abo on the tour are Republican Con- 


gressmen Clair Burgerner, Bob Wilson 
and William Ketchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whitehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
In the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard in 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity in Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


in the Chicago Daily News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that Ull- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


had no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-ceiling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed linking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

Village Hood hazard map to HUD 


A revised flood hazard map of Palatine 


has been submitted to the U.S. Dept. of 
Housing and Urban Development for ap- 
proval. 


Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig said the 


village has not received a copy of the 
new map prepared by the engineering 
firm of Gonnet, Fleming, Cordray and 
Carpenter of Hanisburg, Pa., but had 
been notified the mop was submitted to 
HUD. The map will not become official 
until it is published by HUD, which could' 
take several weeks. 


The map, being prepared at the 


request of the village, is expected to de- 
crease the size of the area labeled flood 


hazard. The Flood Disaster Protection 
Act of 1973 requires residents living with- 
in flood hazard areas to purchase flood 
insurance prior to obtaining a mortgage 
or modification of an existing loan. 


The original flood hazard map for Pal- 


atine was challenged by several resi- 
dents who said their property did not 
flood and the map unjustly reduced the 
value of their homes. 


The current flood hazard map includes 


all or part of the Arlington Crest, Willow 
Creek, Pleasant Hill, Virginia Lake, Win- 
ston Park, Willow Wood and Pebble 
Creek subdivisions. 


Trustee Fred H. Zajonc, who voted 


against the spending limit, challenged 
the budget in a press release. Calling the 
Republicans "big spenders," he in- 
dicated increases in salaries and legal 
fees since the Republicans took office 
two years ago coupled with rising costs 
will make it impossible for them to offer 
the same level of services with no in- 
crease or new taxes. Zajonc is the only 
village board member elected on the Vil- 
lage Independent Party ticket.' 


Zajonc's figures project a 35 per cent 


increase in salaries this fiscal year com- 
pared to H per cent in 1973-74 and 4 per 
cent in 1972-73. 


Legal fees will more than double this 


year to $100,157, compared to $51,355, Za- 
jonc said. 


Trustee Pliilip E. Stern said the in- 


crease in legal fees is mainly due to the 
$55,000 legal fees on the Coif ax Street 
special assessment project. The Republi- 
can board members voted to drop the 
controversial special assessment when 
they took office. Stern said Zajonc is the 
only board member who was in favor of

Did Crane's failure to vote create a dilemma for Ford? 


by BOD LAIIEY 


Wllh U.S. Rep. PhlUp M. Crane, 


R-12th, absent, tha House Ways and 
Means Committee passed by one vote a 
measure creating a dilemma for Presi- 
dent Gerald M. Ford. 


The committee voted 15-to-H to com- 


bine Into one bill a 00-day delay In the 
President's order for a tariff on Imported 
oil and a measure Increasing tho ceiling 
on tho national debt to $331 billion. 


While the committee met Friday, 


Crane was on a tour of South Africa. Ho 


was appointed to the committee at the 
beginning of this Congressional Session. 


Ford has asked for the raise in the na- 


tional-debt celling but may have to veto 
tho entire package to avoid the delay In 
his Imposition of the M-pcr-barrel Import 
tariff on oil. 


SEPARATION of tho two measures 


would have allowed Ford to veto the de- 
lay in tho oil tariff while approving the 
raise in the national debt. 


Votes against combining the two mea- 


sures were cast by 12 Republicans and 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman Al 


Ullman of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-15 tie would 
have prevented combining the two bills 
into one. 


Crane left for South Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackerman, 
a South African millionaire with interests 
in citrus farming and tourism. 


Also on the tour arc Republican Con- 


gressmen Clalr Burgerner, Bob Wilson 
and William Kctchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whitehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
in the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard in 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity in Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


in the Chicago Dally News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes" held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that UU- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


had no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-ceiling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed linking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

Rob Roy plan death 
kills park's project

Tentative plans by tho River Trails 


Park District to purchase half of the 200- 
acro Rob Roy Golf Course were killed 
when tho Mount Prospect Village Board 
rejected a 2,3SO-unlt development on.the 
property. 


Pork district officials Wednesday said 


they will hove to start over again to de- 
velop a plan to preserve part of the golf 
course ta open space. 


Park Prcs. Kenneth Rudnlck said the 


village board's rejection of the Kcnroy 
Inc. development also canceled an agree- 
ment that would have allowed the park 
district to purchase half the property. To 
finance the purchase, the district would 
have had to pass a $1.2 million general 
obligation bond referendum and market 
an additional $1 million in revenue 
bonds. 


"THE AGREEMENT with Kcnroy was 


subject to their ability to obtain zoning," 
Rudnlck said. "As far as I can sec, there 
is at tho present moment no agreement 
between Kcnroy and tho River Trails 
Park District." 


Both Rudnlck and Park Director Mar- 


vin Weiss said tho board will have to de- 
cide what position to take at Its regular 
February meeting. In the meantime. 
Weiss said he will bo in contact with 
Kcnroy and the owners of the golf 
course. 


Tho park district spent two years ham- 


mering out an agreement with Kcnroy 
that both reduced the price of the land 
and extended the purchase period. Rud- 
nlck, however, said he was neither dis- 
appointed nor surprised by tho village's 
rejection of (he project. 


"Tho fact that wo spent two years 


working on it is difficult, but we arc In 
the recreation and open space business," 
Rudnlck said. "We're just going to have 
to look at the opportunities that are pre- 
sented. We've had situations like this be- 
fore where tho ground rules changed 
quite a bit." 


KENROY OFFICIALS had earlier In- 


dicated that they will seek county zoning 
for 4,500 units if turned down by tho vil- 
lage. Roy Gottlieb, chairman of tho 
board, said Tuesday no decision on ap- 
plying for county zoning will be made 
until next week. 


Rudnlck said he did not know if a sim- 


ilar agreement could be worked out with 
Kcnroy under county zoning, or whether 


the park district might be able to acquire 
the property by other means. 


"I would suspect'we would continue to ' 


work and "see if someday we cou^d,.ac- 
quire as much of the property as «b 
can," he said. •

Weiss said the park district's bonding 


power will not allow any outright pur- 
chase of the property at present. "Our 
bonding power is $1.3 million," he said, 
noting lhat estimates of the golf course 
property are about $7 million. "If some- 
one could come up with the difference ..

Leo Floros, also a candidate for a two- 


year board seat, said he plans to finance 
his campaign himself. "I suppose I'm a 
rare duck in that respect," he said. "I 
don't intend to lean on any friends and 
supporters. It will come out of my pock- 
et." 


ONLY EDWARD B. RIIEA, JR. anoth- 


er candidate for a two-year term has , 
made any attempt to raise money 
through solicitations. One piece of liter- 
ature was sent to 500 residents last week, • 
and Rhea said he hopes to raise enough j 
to cover the $50 in postage fees. 


Trustee Richard N. Hendricks, seeking 


reelection as an independent, was un- 
available for comment on his campaign. 


WHILE THE UNITED Citizens ticket 


is not making any solicitations, Grier 
made it clear that some financing would 
be needed.'"! have complete faith that 
the concerned citizens of Mount Prospect 
who appreciate the truth and the facts of 
the issues will come forth with contribu- 
tions to support our campaign," he said. 


Candidates on the United Citizens tick- 


et are incumbents George B. Anderson, 
Marie L. Caylor and 0. T. Gustus, zoning 
board chairman Carolyn H. Krause, and 
newcomer Edward G. Wells, an attorney. 


Grier said he believes there is little ad- 


vantage in the fact that his candidates ;

j Votes' against combining the two mea- 
sures were cast by 12 Republicans and 
two Democrats, Committee Chairman 'Al 


Ullman of Oregon and 0. Clark Fisher of 
Texas. 


Had Crane been present to vote for the 


President's position, a 15-15 tie would 
have prevented combining the two bills 
Into one. 


Crane- left for South Africa the pre- 


vious Sunday. According to his office, he 
planned a two-week visit to study "the 
political and economic situation" of that 
country. The trip, a Crane aide said, is 
being financed by Werner J. Ackerman, 
a South African millionaire with Interests 
in citrus farming and tourism. 


Also on the tour are Republican Con- 


gressmen Clair Burgerner, Bob' Wilson 
and William Ketchum, all of California, 
and G. William Whitehurst of Virginia. 


RICH WILLIAMSON, administrative 


assistant to Crane, said the crucial vote 
in the Ways and Means Committee, 
caught Crane and his staff off guard in 
what normally would be a period of little 
activity in Washington. 


Williamson, however, disputed a report 


in the Chicago Daily News Wednesday 
that Crane's absence was the decisive 
factor in the committee vote. Williamson 


said proxy votes held by other committee 
members were not cast, and would have 
nullified Crane's vote had he been pre- 
sent. 


Williamson said he understood that Ull- 


man had four proxy votes which he did 
not cast. 


An aide to Ullman, however, said he 


hod no proxies on the question of com- 
bining the tariff and debt-ceiling mea- 
sures. Since he opposed linking the two, 
the aide said, proxies for the opposing 
viewpoint would have been left with an- 
other member.

"BASED ON MY experience as a par- 


ish pastor, this question of 'Why has this 
happened?' and 'Where is God?' hits ev- 
eryone, whether rich or poor," Schreiber 
said in a telephone interview from New 
Jersey. "The real strength of life is to 
say that there is a God in the midst of 
trouble. 


"With the mood of the people today, I 


think the message of Job is especially 
timely for them " The Old Testament 
book of Job tells the story of a devout 
and prosperous man, Job, whom God 
tests with disease and tragedy. Job's 
friends try to tell him he has sinned and 


is being punished by God, but Job main- 
tains his Innocence and his faith in God's 
actions, whatever the motives. In the 
end, God rewards Job's faith with even 
greater prosperity. . 


Schreiber said the theme of why in- 


nocent people suffer lends itself to the 
pre-Easter Lenten season. Many churches 
are using his book of sermons and medi- 
tations to supplement their Lenten wor- 
ship, he said.
